Dbablt Bbloyed Brethben, — We 
think it expedient to give you a brief 
account of the rise of Methodism, both 
in Europe and America. <<In 1729, 
two joung men, in England, reading 
the Bible, saw they could not be saved 
without holiness : followed after it, and 
incited others so to do. In 1737, they 
saw, likewise, that men are justified 
before they are sanctified : but still ho« 
liness was their object. God then thrust 
them out to raise a holy people."* 

In the year 1766, Philip Embury, a 
local preacher <rf our society, from Ire- 
land, began to preach in the ci^ of 

* These are the words of Messrs. Wesley them- 
selves. 
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New-York, and'formed a society of his 
own countrymen and the citizens; and 
the same year, Thomas Webb preached 
in a hired room near the barracks. 
About the same time, Robert Straw- 
bridge, a local preacher from Ireland, 
settled in Frederick county, in the state 
of IMaryland, and, preaching there, form- 
ed some societies. The first Methodist 
church was built in New- York in 1768 
or 1769; and in 1769 Richard Board- 
man and Joseph Pilmoor came to New- 
York ; who were the first regular Meth- 
odist preachers on the continent. In the 
latter end of the year 1771, Francis Ab- 
bury and Richard Wright, of the same 
order, came over. 

We believe that God's design in rais- 
ing up the preachers called Methodists 
in America, was to reform the continent, 
and spread Scripture holiness over these 
lands. As a proof hereof, we have seen, 
since that time, a great and glorious work 
of Grod, from New- York, through the 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, North and South Caro- 
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Una, and Georgia; as also, of late, to 
the extremities of the western and east- 
em states. 

We esteem it our duty and privilege 
most earnestly to recommend to you^ as 
members of our Church, our form of 
DISCIPLINE, which has been founded on 
the experience of a long series of years; 
as also on the observations and remarks 
we have made on ancient and modem 
Churches. 

We wish to see this little publication 
in the house of every Methodist; and 
the more so, as it contains the articles 
of religion maintained more or less, in 
part or in whole, by every reformed 
Church in the world. 

Far from wishing you to be ignorant 
of any of our doctrines, or any part of 
our discipline, we desire you to read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest, the 
whole. You ought, next to the word 
of God, to procure the articles and ca- 
nons of the Church to which you belong. 
This present edition is small and cheap, 
and we can assure you that the profits 
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of the sale of it shall be applied to cha- 
ritable and religious purposes.

CHAPTER I. 

ORIGIN AND ARTICLES. 
SECTION I. 

Of (he Oiigin of the Methodist E. Church, 

The preachers and members of our society 
in general, being convinced that there was 
a gi'eat deficiency of vital religion in the 
Church of England in America, and being 
in many places destitute of the Christian 
sacraments, as several of the clergy had for- 
saken their churches, requested the late Rev. 
John Wesley to take such measures, in his 
wisdom and prudence, as would aiTord them 
suitable relief in their distress. 

In consequence of this, our venerable 
friend, who, under God, ha(l been the father 
of the great revival of religion now extend- 
ing over the earth, by the means of the 
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wherewith he ascended into heaven, and 
there sitteth until he return to judge all men 
at the last day. 

IV. Of the Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost, proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, is of one substance, 
majesty, and glory, with the Father and the 
Son, very and eternal God. 

V. The Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures 
for Salvation, 

The Holy Scriptures contain all things 
necessary to salvation : so that whatsoei^er 
is not read therein, nor may be proved there- 
by, is not to be required of any man, that it 
should be believed as an article of faith, or 
be thought requisite or necessary to salva- 
tion. In the name of the Holy Scripture, 
we do understand those canonical books of 
the Old and New Testament, of whose au- 
thority was never any doubt in the Church.

All the books of the New Testament^ as they 
are commonly received, we do receive and 
account canonical. 

VL Of the Old Testament. 

The Old Testament is not contrary to the 
New ; for both in the Old and New Testa- 
ment everlasting life is offered to mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator between Grod 
and man, being both God and man. Where- 
fore they are not to be heard who feign that 
the old fathers did look only for ti'ansitory pro- 
mises. Although the law given from God 
by Moses, as touching ceremonies and rites, 
doth not bind Christians, nor ought the civil 
precepts thereof of necessity be received in 
any commonwealth; yet, notwithstanding, 
no Christian whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the commandments which are 
called moral ^ 
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YLL Of Original m- Birth Sin, 

Onginal sin standeth not in the following 
of Adam, (as the Pelagians do vainly talk,) 
but it is the corruption of the nature of every 
man, that naturally is engendered of the o£ 
spring of Adam, whereby man is very for 
gone fix>m original righteousness, and cxf his 
own nature inclined to evil, and that con- 
tinually. 

Vm. Of Free WiH 

The condition of man after the fall of Adam 
b such, that he cannot turn and prepare him- 
self, by his own natural strength and works, 
to faitn, and calling upon God; wherefore 
we have no power to ao good works, plea- 
sant and acceptable to God, without the grace 
of Grod by Cmist preventing us, that we may 
have a good will, and working with us, when 
we have that good will. 

IX. Of the Justifcation of Man, 

We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the merit of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ by fsdth, and not for our own 
works or deservinss : — "Wherefore, that' we 
are justified by faim only, m a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very full of comfort 

X. Of Good Works. 

Although good works, which are the fruits 
of &ith, and follow after justification, cannot 
^put away our sins, and endure the severity 
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of Grod's judgments ; yet are they pleasing 
and acceptable to Grod in Christ, ana spring 
out of a true and lively faith, insomuch that 
by them a lively faith may be as evidently 
known as a tree is discerned by its fniit 



XI. Of Works of Supererogation. 

Voluntary works, — ^besides, over, and 
above God's commandments — which are call- 
ed works of supererogation, cannot be taught 
without arrogancy and impiety. For oy 
them men do declare that they do not only 
render unto Grod as much as they are bound 
to do, but that they do more for his sake than 
of bounden duty is requii'ed : whereas Christ 
saith plainly. When ye have done all that is 
conmianded you, say, We are unprofitable 
servants. 

Xn. Of Sin after Justification, 

Not every sin willingly committed af)er 
jnstifica^on is the sin against the Holy Ghost, 
and unpardonable. Wherefore, the grant 
of repentarjce is not to be denied to such as 
taJl into sin after justification : after we have 
received the Holy Ghost, we may depart 
from grace given, and fall into sin, and, by 
flie grace of God, rise ao^ain and amend our 
Uves. And therefore they are to be con- 
demned who say they can no more sin as 
long as they live here i or deny the place of 
forgiveness to such as truly repent 



20 ARTICLES OF RELIGION* Fart I. 

Xm. Of the Church, 

The visible Cliurcli of Christ is a congre^ 
gation of faithful men, in which the pure 
ivord of God is preached, and the sacraments 
duly administered, according to Christ's or- 
dinance, in all those things that of necessity 
are requisite to the same. 

XIV. Of Purgatory. , 

The Komish doctrine concerning purga- 
tory, pardon, worshipping, and adoration, aa 
well of images as of relics, and also invoca- 
tion of saints, is a fond thing, vainly invent- 
ed, and grounded upon no warrant of Scrip- 
ture, but repugnant to the word of God. 

XV. Ofspeahiriff in the Congregation in such 
a Tongue as the People understand. 

It is a thing plainly repugnant to the word 
of God, and the custom of the primitive 
Church, to have public prayer in the Church, 
or to minister the sacraments, in a tongue 
not understood by the people. 

XVI. Of the Sacraments. 

Sacraments, ordained of Christ, are not 
only badges or tokens of Christian men's 
profession ; but rather tliey are certain signs 
of grace, and God's good- will toward us, by 
the which he doth work invisibly in us, and 
doth not only quicken, but also strengthen 
and confirm our faith in him. 
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There are two sacraments ordained ci 
Christ our Lord in the gospel ; that is to saj, 
baptism and the supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacraments, 
tiiat is to say, confirmation, penance, orders, 
matrimony, and extreme unction, are not to 
be counted for sacraments of the gospel, 
being such as have partly grown out of the 
corrupt following of the apostles ; and partly 
are states of life allowed in the Scriptures, but 
yet have not the like nature of baptism and 
the Lord's supper, because they have not any 
visible sign or ceremony ordained of Grod. 

The sacraments were notordained of Christ 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about; 
but that we should duly use them. And in 
such only as worthily receive the same, they 
have a wholesome effect or operation : but 
they that receive them unworthily, purchase 
to themselves condemnation, as St. Paul 
saitib, 1 Cor. xi, 29. 

XVn. Of Baptism. 

Baptism is not only a sign of profesdon, 
and mark of difference, whereby Christians 
are distinguished from others that are not 
baptized: but it is also a sign of regenera- 
tion, or the new birth. The baptism of 
young children is to be retained in the 
Church. 

XVm. Of the Lord^s Supper, 

The supper of the Lord is not only a sign 
of the love that Christians ought to have 
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among themselves one to another, but ra&er 
IB a sacrament of our redemption by Christ's 
death; insomuch that, to such as rightly, 
worthily, and with faith receive the same, 
the bread which we break is a partaking of 
the body of Christ ; and likewise the cup of 
blessing is a partaking of the blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation, or the change of the 
substance of bread and wine in the supper 
of our Lord, cannot be proved by Holy 
Writ, but is repugnant to the plain words 
of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a 
sacrament, and hath given occasion to many 
superstitions. 

The body oi Christ is ^ven, taken, and 
eaten in the supper, only after a heavenly 
and spiritual manner. And the means 
whereby the body of Christ is received and 
eaten in the supper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's supper was 
not by Christ's ordinance reserved, carried 
about, lifted up, or worshipped. 

XIX. Of both hinds. 

The cup of the Lord b not to be denied 
to the lay people : for both the parts of the 
Lord's supper, by Christ's ordinance and 
commandment, ought to be administered to 
all Christians alike. ^ 

XX. Of the one Oblation of Christ, finished 
upon the Cross, 

The oifering of Christ, once made, is that 
perfect redemption, propitiation, and satis- 
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&ction for all the sins of ihe whole world, 
both ongsnaland actual: and there is none 
other satis&ction for sin but that alone. 
Wherefore the sacrifice of masses, in the 
which it is commonly said that the priest 
doth offer Christ for the quick and the dead, 
to haye remission of pain or guilt, is a bias 
phemous fable, and dangerous deceit 

XXL Of ike Marriage of Ministers. 

The ministers of Christ are not com- 
manded by God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstsun from mar- 
riage : therefore it is lawful for them, as for 
all other Christians, to many at their own 
discretion, as the^ shall judge the same to 
serve best to godlmess. 

XljCTT. Of the Rites and Ceremonies of 

Churches. 

It is not necessary that rites and ceremo- 
nies should in all places be the same, or 
exactly alike; for they have been always 
different, and may be changed according to 
the diversity of countries, times, and men's 
manners, so that noliiing be ordained against 
God's word. Whosoever, through his pri- 
vate judgment, willingly and purposely 
doth openly break the rites and ceremonies 
of the Church to which he belongs, which 
are not repugnant to the word of God, and 
are ordained and approved by common au- 
thority, ought to be rebuked openly, that 
others may fear to do the like, as one that 
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ofiendeth against the common order of the 
Church, and woundeth the consciences of 
weak brethren. 

Every particular Church may ordain, 
change, or abolish, rites and ceremonies, so 
that all things may be done to edification. 

XXm. Of the Rulers of the United States 

of America, 

The president, the congress, the general 
assembhes, the governors, and the councils 
of state, as the delegates of the people, are the 
rulers of the United States of America, ac- 
cording to the division of power made to 
them by the constitution of the United 
States, and by the constitutions of their re- 
spective states. And the said states are 
a sovereign and independent nation, and 
ought not to be subject to any foreign juris- 
diction.* 

XXIV. Of Cm^n Men's Goods, 

The riches and goods of Christians are not 
common, as touchmg the right, title, and 
possession of the same, as some do wisely 
boast Notwithstanding, every man ought, 

* As far as it respects civil affairs, we believe it 
the duty of Christians, and especially all Christian 
ministers, to be subject to the supreme authority 
of the country where they may reside, and to use 
all laudable means to enjoin obedience to the pow- 
ers that be ; and therefore it is expected that all our ' 
preachers and people, who may be under the Brit- 
ish, or any other government, will behave them- 
selves as peaceable and orderly subjects. 
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of such things as be possesseth, liberally 
to give abns to the poor, according to bis 
ability. 

XXV. Of a Christian Man*s Oath. 

As we confess that vain and rash swear- 
iiig is forbidden Christian men by oiir Lord 
Jesus Christ and James his apostle ; so we 
judge that the Christian religion doth not 
prohibit, but that a man may swear when 
the magistrate requireth, in a cause of fiiith 
and charity, so it be done according to the 
prq^het's teaching, in justice, judgment, and 
truth. 



CHAPTER n. 

QENEBAL RULES, AND RECBPTIOIT OF 
MEMBERS. 

SECTION I. 

^ Hie Nature^ Design^ and General Rules of 

^our United Societies. 

(1) Is the latter end of the year 1739, 
ei^t or ten persons came to Mr. Wesley 
in London, who appeared to be deeply con- 
vinced of sin, and earnestly groaning for 
redemption. They desired (as did two or 
tiliree more the next day) that he would 
^end some time with them in prayer, and 
advise them how to flee from the wrath to 
come ; which they saw continually hanging 
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over tiheir heads. Hiat be might have 
more time for this great -work, he appointed 
a day when they might all come together ; 
which from thenceforward they did every 
week, namely, on Thursday ^ in the evening. 
To these, and as many more as desired to 
join with them, (for their number increased 
daily,) he gave those advices from time to 
time which he judged most needful for 
them; and they always concluded their 
meeting with prayer suited to their several 
necessities. 

(2) Thb was the rise of the United So- 
ciety, first in Europe^ and then in Amenccu 
Such a society is no other than " a coTnpany 
of men having the form and seeking the 
power of godliness, united in order to pray 
together J to receive the word of exhortaliony 
and to watch over one another in love, that 
they may help each other to work out their 
salvation** 

(8) That it may the more easily be dis- 
cerned whether tiiey are indeed working 
out their own salvation, each society is di- 
vided into smaller companies, called classes, 
according to their respective places of abode. 
There are about twelve persons in a class ; 
one of whom is styled the leader. It is hia 
duty, 

L To see each person in his class once a 
week at least; in order, 

1. To inquire how their souls prosper. 

2. To advise, reprove, comfort, or exhort, 
as occasion may require. 

8. To receive what they are willing to 
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giye towaixi the relief of the preachen, 
church, and poor.* 

n. To meet the ministers and the stew- 
ards of the society once a week ; in order, 

1. To inform tne minister of any that are 
rick, or of any that walk disorderly, and 
will not be reproved. 

2. To pay the stewards what they have 
received of their several classes in the week 
preceding. 

(4) There is only one condition previ- 
ously required of those who desire admis- 
rion into these societies, *^a dedre to flee 
from the wrath to come, and to be saved 
frcHn their sins." But wherever this is 
really fixed in the soul, it will be shown by 
its fruits. It is therefore expected of sm 
who con^ue therein, that they should con- 
tinue to evidence their desire of salvation, 

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding evil 
of every land, especially that which is most 
generally practiced ; such as, 

The taking of the name of Grod in vain. 

The profaning the day of the Lord, either 
by doing ordinary work therein, or by buy- 
ing or selling. 

Tl^inkenness, buying or seUing spirituous 
liquors, or drinking them, unless in cases of 
extreme necessity. 

The buying and seQ^ of men^ toomen^ 
and children^ with an inU^Mon to enslave them. 

Fighting^ quarrelling, brawling, brother 

lis part refers to towns and cities j where the 
poor ^e generally numerous, and ehurch expenses 
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going to law with brother ; returning evil 
for evil; or railing for railing; the using 
many toords in bu}nng or selling. 

The buying or selling goods that have not 
paid the duty. 

The giving or taking things on usury^ i. e., 
unlawful interest. 

Uncharitable or unprofitable conversation ; 
particularly speaking evil of magistrates or 
of ministers. 

Doing to others as we would not they 
should do unto us. 

Doing what we know is not for the glory 
of Grod : as, 

The putting on of gold and costly appareL 

The taking such diversions as cannot be 
uised in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

The singing those songs^ or reading those 
books, which do not tend to the knowledge 
or love of God. 

Softness and needless self-indulgence. 

Laying up treasure upon earth. 

Borrowing without a probability of pay- 
ing; or takmg up goods without a proba- 
biSty of paying for Siem. 

(5) It IS expected of all who continue in 
these societies, that they should continue to 
evidence their desire of salvation. 

Secondly, By doing good, by being in 
every kind merciful Sler their power, aa 
they have opportunity, doing good of every 
possible sort, and, as far as possible, to all 
men. 

^ To their bodies, of the ability which God 
giveth, by giving food to the hungry, by 
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clotliin^ the naked, by visiting or helping 
them that are sick or in prison. 

To their souls, by instructing, reproving, 
or exhorting all we have any intercourse 
with ; trampling under foot that enthusiastic 
doctrine, that "we are not to do good unless 
OUT hearts he free to it** 

By doing good, especially to them that are 
of the household of faith, or groaning so to 
be; employing them preferably to others, 
buying one oi another, helping each other 
in business ; and so much the more because 
the world will love its own, and them only. 

By all possible diligence and frugality^ that 
the gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which 
is set before them, denying themselves ^ and 
taking up their cross daily; submitting to 
bear the reproach of Chnst, to be as the 
filth and oflscouring of the world ; and look- 
ing that men should say all manner of evil 
ofthemfaUelyfor the Lord's sake, 

(6) It is expected of all who desire to 
continue in these societies, that they should 
continue to evidence their desire of salva- 
tion, 

Thirdly, By attending upon all the ordi- 
nances of God : such are, 

The public worship of God : 

The ministry of the word, either read or 
expounded : 

The supper of the Lord : 

Family and private prayer : 

Searching the Scriptures, and 

Fasting or abstinence.

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^7) These are the general rules of our 
societies : all which we are taught of Grod 
to observe, even in his written word, which 
18 the only rule, and the sufficient rule botii 
of our faith and practice. And all these we 
know his Spirit writes on truly awakened 
hearts. If there be any among us who ob- 
serve them not, who habituaUy break any 
of them, let it be known unto them who 
watch over that soul, a^ they who must give 
an account We will admonish him of the 
error of his ways. We will bear with him 
for a season. But if then he repent not, he 
hath no more place among us. We have 
delivered our own souls. 



SECTION II. 
Of Receiving Members into the Church. 

Quest. 1. How shall we prevent improper 
persons from insinuating themselves into the 
Church? 

Answ. 1. Let none he received into the 
Church until they are recommended hy a lead- 
er with whom they have met at least six months 
on trial, and have been baptized; and shall on 
examination by the minister in charge, be/ore 
the Church, give satisfactory assurances both 
of the correctness of their faith, and their wil- 
lingness to observe and keep the rules of the 
Church. Nevertheless, if a member in good 
standing in any other orthodox Church shall 
desire to unite with us, such apjilicant may, 
by giving satisfactory answers to the usual 
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inquiries, be received at once into full fellow- 
ship. 

2. Let none be admitted on trial, except 
they are well recommended by one you know, 
or until they have met twice or thrice in 
class. 

3. Bead the rules to them the first time 
they meet 

Quest. 2. How shall we be more exact in 
receiving and excluding members ? 

Answ. The official minister or preacher 
shall, at every quarterly meeting, tead the 
names of those that are received into Uie 
Church, and also those that are excluded 
therefrom. 

SECTION ni. 

0^ Baptized Children, 

Quest. 1. Are all young children entitled 
to Baptsm ? 

Answ, We hold that all children, by virtue 
of the unconditional benefits of the atone- 
ment, are members of the kingdom of God, 
and, therefore, graciously entitled to bap- 
tism ; but as inmnt baptism contemplates a 
course of religious instruction and discipline, 
it is expected of all parents or guaraians 
who present their children for baptism, &at 
they use all diligence in bringing them up 
io conformity to the word of God, and thejr 
should be solemnly admonished of this obk- 
gation, and earnestly exhorted to ^aithfut 
ness therein. 

^uest. 2. What is the relation of baptized 
children to the Church ? 
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Ansto. We regard all children who have 
been baptized, as placed in visible covenant 
relation to God, and under the special care 
and supervision of the Church. 

Quest, 8. What shall be done for the bap- 
tized children of our Church ? 

,Answ, 1. The preacher in charge «hall 
preserve a full and accurate register of the 
names of all the baptized children within hia 
pastoral care ; the dates of their birth, bap- 
tism, their parentage, and places of residence. 

Ans, 2. As early as they shall be able to 
understand, let them be taught the nature, 
design, und obligations of their baptism, and 
the truths of religion necessary to make them 
wise unto salvation ; let them be encouraged 
to attend class, and to give regular attend- 
ance upon all the means of grace, accord- 
ing to their age, capacity, and religious 
experience. 

Ans. 3. Whenever they shall have at- 
tained an age sufficient to understand the 
obligations of religion, and shall give evi- 
dence of a desire to flee from the wrath to 
come, and- to be saved from their sins, their 
names shall be enrolled in the list of proba- 
tioners ; and if they shall continue to give 
evidence of a principle and habit of piety, 
they may be admitted into full membership 
in our Church, on the recommendation of a 
leader with whom they have met at least six 
months in class, by publicly assenting be- 
fore the Church to the baptismal covenant, 
and also the usual questions on doctrines 
and discipline. 
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Ans. 4. Whenever a baptized child shall 
by orphanage, or otherwise, become deprived 
of Christian guardianship, the preacher in 
chaise shall ascertain and report to the 
Leaders' Meeting the facts iii the case ; and 
such provision shall be made for the Chris- 
tian training of the child, as the circum* 
stances of the case admit and require. 



CHAPTER m. 

OF THE CONFERENCES. 

SECTION I. 
Of our Deportment at the Conferences, 

It is desired that all things be considered 
on these occzisions as in the inamediate pres- 
ence of God : that every person speak freely 
whatever is in his heart. 

Quest, How may we best improve our 
time at the conferences ? 

Answ. 1. While we are conversing, let 
us have an especial care to set God always 
before us. 

2. In the intermediate hours, let us re- 
deem all the time we can for private exer- 
cises. 

S. Therein let us give ourselves to prayer 
for one another, and for a blessing on our 
labour. 

3 
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SECTION II. 
Of the General Conference, 

Quest, Who sball compose the General 
Conference, and what are the regulations 
and powers belonging to it ? 

Answ, 1. The General Conference shall 
be composed of one member for every 
twenty-seven members of each Annual Con- 
ference, to be appointed either by seniority 
or choice, at the discretion of such Annual 
Conference : yet so that such representatives 
shall have travelled at least four full calendar 
years from the time that they were received 
on trial by an Annual Conference, and are 
in full connexion at the time of holding the 
Conference. 

2. The General Conference shall meet 
on the first day of May, in the year of our 
Lord 1812, in the city of New- York, and 
thenceforward on the first day of May once 
in four years perpetually, in such place or 
places as shall be fixed on by the General 
Conference from time to time ; but the gen- 
eral superintendents, or a majority of them, 
by or with the advice of two-thirds of all the 
Annual Conferences, or, if there be no gen- 
eral superintendent, two-thirds of all the 
Annual Conferences, shall have power to call 
an extra session of the Greneral Conference 
at any time, to be constituted in the usual 
way. 

3. At all times when the General Co^ifer- 
ence is met, it shall take two-thirds of the 
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representatives of all the Annual Conferences 
to make a quorum for transacting business. 

4. One of the general superintendents 
fiball preside in the General Conference; 
but in case no general superintendent be 
present, the General Conference shall choose 
a president pro tem. 

5. The General Conference may try ap- 
peals from members of Annual Conferences 
who may have been censured, suspended, ex- 
pelled, or located without their consent, by a 
committee embracing not less than fifteen of 
Hs members, nor more than one member from 
each delegation, who, in the presence of a 
Bishop presiding, and one or more of the 
Secretaries of the Conference keeping a faith- 
ful record of all the proceedings had, shall 
have full power to hear and determine the 
ease, subject to the rules and regulations 
whieh govern the said Conference in such pro- 
ceedings, and the records made and the papers 
submitted in such trials shall be presented to 
the Conference, and be filed and preserved 
with the papers of that body. 

6. The General Conference shall have 
full powers to make rules and regulations 
for our Church, under the following limita- 
^ns and restrictions, namely : — 

1 . The general Conference shall not revoke, 
alter, or change our articles of religion, 
nor establish any new standards or rules 
of doctrine contrary to our present exist- 
ing and established standards of doctrine. 

2. They shall not allow of more than one 
representative for every fourteen mem- 
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bers of the Annual Conference, nor allow 
of a le»s number than one for every thirty : 
provided, nevertheless, that when there 
shall be in any Annual Conference a frac- 
tion of two-thirds the number which shall 
be fixed for the ratio of representation, 
such Annual Conference shall be entitled 
to an additional delegate for such fraction ; 
and provided, also, that no Conference shall 
be denied the privilege of two delegates. 

3. They shall not change or alter any part 
or rule of our government, so as to do 
away episcopacy, or destrojr the plan of 
our itinerant general superintendency. 

4. They shall not revoke or change the 
general rules of the United Societies. 

5. They shall not do away the privileges of 
our ministers or preachers of trial by a 
committee, and of an appeal: neither 
shall they do away the privileges of our 
members of trial before me society, or by 
a committee, and of an appeal. 

6. They shall not appropriate the produce 
of the Book Concern, nor of the Charter 
Fund, to any purpose other than for the 
benefit of the travelling, supernumerary, 
supenmnuated, and worn-out preachers, 
their wives, widows, and children. Pro- 
vided, nevertheless, that upon the concur- 
rent recommendation of tnree-fourths of 
all the members of the several Annual 
Conferences, who shall be present and vote 
on such recommendation, then a majority 
of two-thirds of the General Conference 
succeeding shall suffice to alter any of the 
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above restrictions, excepting the first ar- 
ticle : and also, whenever such alteration 
or alterations shall have been first recom- 
mended by two-thirds of the General 
Conference, so soon as three-fourths of 
the members of all the Annual Conferen- 
ces shall have concurred as aforesaid, 
such alteration or alterations shall take 
effect. 



SECTION in. 
Of the Annual Conferences, 

Quest, 1. Who shall attend the Annual 
Conferences ? 

Answ, All the travelling preachers — both 
those who are in full connection, and those 
who are on trial. 

Quest. 2. Who shall appoint the times of 
holding the Annual Conferences ? 

Answ, The Bishops : but they shall allow 
the Annual Conferences to sit a week at 
least. 

Quest. 3. Who shall appoint the places of 
holding the Annual Conferences ? 

Answ. Each Annual Conference shall ap- 
point the place of its own sitting ; but should 
it become necessary, from any unforeseen 
cause, to change the place of its sitting after 
it has been fixed by the Conference, the 
preacher or preachers in charge of the 
place, and the Presiding Elder of the district 
where the Conference was to be held, shall 
have power to make such change. Buttlus 
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authority shall not be exercised without first 
consultiDg the other Presiding Elders of the 
Conference so far as practicable. 

(iuesL 4. Who shall preside at the An- 
nual Conferences? 

Answ, The Bishop. In case no Bishop 
bepreaent, a Presiding Elder, appointed by 
a £Ushop, by letter or otherwise, shall pre- 
fflde. int if no appointment be made, or 
if die Presiding Elder appointed do not 
attend, the Conference shall in either of 
these cases elect the President by baNot, 
without a debate, fix>m among the Presiding 
Elders. 

Quest, 5. What is the method wherein 
we usually proceed in the Annual Confer- 
ences? 

Answ. We inquire, 

1. What preachers are admitted on trial? 

2. Who remain on trial ? 

3. Who are admitted into fuW connexion ? 

4. Who are the Deaeons ? 

5. Who have been elected and ordained 
Elders this year ? 

6. Who have located this year ? 

7. Who are the supernumeraries ? 

8. Who are the superannuated or worn-out 
preachers ? 

9. Who have been expelled from the con- 
nexion this year ? 

10. Who have withdrawn from the connex- 
ion this year ? 

11. Are all the preachers blameless in life 
and conversation ? 

12. Who have died this year? 
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13. What is the number of Church mem- 

bers? 
Number of deaths the past year? 
Numljer of probationers ? 
Number of local preachers ? 
Number of adults baptized the past 

year? 
Number of children baptized the past 

year? 
Number of churches ?

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16. Where are the preachers stationed this 
year?

Quest, 6. Is there any other business to 
be done in the Annual Conferences ? 

Answ. 1. The electing and ordaining of 
Deacons and Elders. 

2. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference to examine strictly into the state 
of the domestic missions within its bounds, 
and to allow none to remain on the list of 
its missions which, in the jud«;ment of the 
Conference, is able to support itself. 

Quest. 7. Are there any other directions 
to be given concerning the Annual Confer- 
ences ? 

AnsW' There shall be forty-seven Confer- 
ences in the year. (See part iii, ch. i, 
page 158.) 

A record of the proceedings of each An- 
nual Conference shall be kept by a Secre- 
tary, chosen for the purpose, and shall be 
signed by the President and Secretary ; and 
let a copy of the said record be sent to the 
General Conference. 

^^ For other special duties of the An- 
nual Conference, with reference to Missions, 
Sunday schools, and Tracts, see pages 194, 
84, and 85. 

SECTION IV. 
Of the Quarterly Conferences, 

Quest. 1. Of whom shall the Quarterly 
Conferences be composed ? 
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Answ. Of all the travelling and local 

J)reachers, exhorters, stewards, and class- 
eaders of the circuit or station, and the first 
male superintendent of our Sunday schools, 
being members of our Church, and approved 
by the Quarterly Conference, and none else. 
The Missionary Committee (^rt iii, ch. iv, 
page 195) shall have a right to a seat during 
the action of the Conference on the subject 
of Missions, but at no other time* 

Quest. 2. Who shall preside in the Quar- 
terly Conferences ? 

Anstc. The Presiding Elder, and in his 
absence the preacher in charge. 

Quest, 3. How shall the minutes of the 
Quarterly Conference be kept ? 

Answ. The Quarterly Conference shall 
appoint a Secretary to take down the pro- 
ceedings thereof, in a book kept by one of 
the Stewards of the circuit for that purpose. 

Quest. 4. What shall be the regular busi- 
ness of the Quarterly Conference ? 

Answ. 1. To hear complaints, and to re- 
ceive and try appeals. 

2. To appoint a committee to make an 
estimate of the amount necessary to furnish 
fuel and table expenses for the family or 
families of the preacher or preachers of the 
circuit or station, which estimate shall be 
subject to the action of the Quarterly Con- 
ference. (See part iii, ch. iii, § 2, art 6, 
pa^ 183.) 

3. To take cognizance of all the local 
preachers in the circuit or station, and to 
inquire into the gifts, labours, and usefulness,

of each preacher by name ; to license proper 
persons to preach, and renew their license 
annually, when in the judgment of said 
Conference their gifts, grace, and usefulness, 
will warrant such renewal; to recommend 
to the Annual Conference suitable candi- 
dates in the iocal connexion for Deacons* 
or Elders* orders, and for admission on trial 
in the travelling connexion; and to try, 
suspend, expel, or acquit any local preacher 
in the circuit or station against whom charges 
may be brought. Provided, that no person 
shall be licensed to preach without the 
recommendation of the society of which he 
is a member, or of a Leaders' Meeting ; nor 
shall any one be licensed to preach, or recom- 
mended to the Annual Conference to travel, 
or for ordination, without first being exam- 
ined in the Quarterly Conference on the 
subject of doctrines and discipline. (See 
§ 6, p. 63, and § 18, p. 78.) 

4. To appoint Stewards, the preacher in 
charge having a right to nominate, (see 
part lii, oh. iii, § 4, quest 2, p. 186, and quest 
4, p. 187;) and to examine the characters 
of exhorters annually, and recommend 
them, if approved, for renewal of license. 
(See part i, ch. iv, § 11, quest 2, answ. 11, 
p. 66.) 

5. To appoint District Stewards as pro- 
vided for in part iii, ch. iii, § 2, ans. 2, p. 184, 
and a Parsonage Committee, if necessary. 
(See part iii, ch. iii, § 6, answ. 8, p. 193.) 

6. To appoint a Missionary Committee, 
as provided for in part iii, ch. iv, art 4, p. 194. 
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7. To receive tke annual reports of Trus- 
tees, as provided for in part lii, ch. ii, § 3, 
art 6, p. 181. 

8. Each Quarterly Conference shall have 
supervision of all the Sunday schools and 
Sunday-School So^eties within its bounds, 
"which schools and societies shall be auxiliary 
to the Sunday-School Union of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church; and each Annual 
Conference shall report to said Union the 
number of auxiliaries within its bounds, 
together with other facts presented in the 
annual reports of the preachers as above 
directed. 



CHAPTER IV. 

OF THE MINISTERS. 

SECTION I. 

Ofihe Election and Consecration of Bishops, 
and of their Duty. 

Quest, 1. How is a Bishop to be consti- 
tuted? 

Answ. By the election of the General 
Conference, and the laying on of the hands 
of three Bbhops, or at least of one Bishop 
and two Elders. But the General Confer- 
ence may authorize the election of a mission- 
ary Bishop in the interim of the General 
conference. 

Quest. 2. If by death, expulsion, or other- 
wise, there be no Bishop remaining in our 
Church, what shall we do ? 
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Answ. The General Conference shall elect 
a Bishop; and the Elders, or any three of 
them, who shall be appointed by the Gener- 
al Conference for that purpose, shall ordain 
him according to our form of ordination. 

Quest. 3. What are the duties of a Bishop ? 

Answ. 1. To preside in our Conferences. 

2. To form the districts according to his 
judgment. 

3. To fix the appointments of the preach- 
ers, provided he snail not allow any preacher 
to remain in the same station more than two 
years successively; except the Presiding 
Elders, the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Missionaiy Society, the Editors and Agents 
at New- York and Cincinnati ; the Editors at 
Auburn, Pittsburgh, Chicago, St. Louis, and 
San Francisco ; the supernumerary, super- 
annuated, and worn-out preachers, mission- 
aries among the Indians, Welsh, Swedes, 
Norwegians, and other missionaries lonong 
foreigners, (not including the Germans,) 
"where supplies are difficult to be obtained, 
missionaries to our people of colour and on 
forei^ stations, chaplains to state prisons 
and in the army or navy, those preachers 
that may be appointed to labour for the spe- 
cial benefit of seamen, and for the American 
Bible Society, or for any State Bible So- 
ciety auxiliary thereto, the presidents, prin- 
cipals, or teachers of seminaries of learning, 
wnich are or may be under our superintend- 
ence ; and also, when requested by an An- 
nual Conference, to appoint a preacher for 
a longer time than two years to any semin- 
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ary of learning not under onr care : provided, 
also, that, with the exceptions above named, 
he shall not continue a preacher in the same 
appointment more than two years in six. 
He shall have authoarity, v^hen requested by 
an Annual Conference, to appoint an agent, 
whose duty it shall be to travel throughout 
the bounds of such Conference, for the pur- 
pose of establishing and aiding Sabbath 
schools, and distributing tracts, and also to 
appoint an agent or agents for the benefit 
of our literary institutions, and an agent for 
the German publishing fund. 

4. In the intervals of tne Conferences, to 
change, receive, and suspend preachers, as 
necessity may require, and as the Discipline 
directs. 

6. To travel through the connexion at 
large. 

6. To oversee the spiritual and temporal 
business of our Church. 

7. To ordain Bishops, Elders, and Dea- 
cons. 

8. To decide all questions of law in an 
Annual Conference, subject to an appeal to 
the General Conference ; but in all cases 
the application of law shall be with the 
Conference. 

9. To point out a course of reading and 
study, proper to be pursued by candidates 
for the ministry for the term of four years. 

10. A Bishop may, when he judges it 
necessary, unite two or more circuits or 
stations together, without affecting their sep- 
arate financial interests, or pastoral duties. 
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Q?j£st. 4. If a Bishop cease from travelling 
at large among the people, shall he still ex- 
ercise bis episcopal office among us in any 
degree? 

Answ. If he cease from travelling without 
the consent of the General Conference, he 
shall not thereafter exercise the episcopal 
office in our Church. 

Quest. 5. What shall be done when there 
is no Bishop to travel at large ? 

Answ, In case there be no Bishop to travel 
through the districts and exercise me episco- 
pal office, on accent of death, or otherwise, 
the districts shall oe reflated in every re* 
spect by the Annual Conferences and the 
Presiding Elders in the interval of General 
Conference, ordination excepted. 



SECTION n. 
O/the Presiding Elders, and of their Duty, 

Quest. 1. By whom are the Presiding 
Elders to be chosen ? 

Answ. By the Bishops. 

Quest. 2. By whom are the Presiding 
Elders to be stationed and changed ? 

Answ. By the Bishops. 

Quest. 8. JIow long may a Bishop allow 
an E14er to preside in the same district ? 

Answ. For any term not exceeding four 
years ; after which he shall not be appointed 
to the same district for six years. 

Quest. 4. What are the duties of a Pre- 
sidinjgr Elder? 
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Anstp, 1. To travel through his appointed 
district. 

2. In the absence of the Bishop, to take 
charge of all the Elders and Deacons, travel- 
ling and local preachers, and exhorters, in 
his district. 

8. To change, receive, and suspend 
preachers in his district during the intervals 
of the Conferences, and in the absence of 
the Bishop, as the Discipline directs. 

4. In the absence of a Bishop, to preside 
in the Conference. (See part i, ch. iii, §3, 
quest. 4, p. 38.) 

5. To be present at, as far as practicable, 
and to hold all the quarterly meetings ; and 
to call together at each quarterly meeting, a 
Quarterly Conference, (see part i, ch. iii, 
§ 4, p. 4 1 ,) consisting of all the travelling and 
local preachers, exhorters, stewards, and 
leaders of the circuit or station, and the first 
male superintendent of our Sunday schools, 
being members of our Church, and approved 
by the Quarterly Conference, aftd none else, 
to hear complaints, and to receive and try 
appeals, and to transact such other business 
as IS provided for in parti, ch. iii, § 4, pages 
41-43. 

6. To oversee the spiritual and temporal 
business of the Church in his district, (see 
page 193,) and to promote, by all proper 
means, the cause of Missions, (see page 194.) 
and Sunday Schools, (see page 84,) and the 
publication, at our own press, of Bibles, 
tracts, and Sunday School Books ; and care- 
fully to inquire, at each Quarterly Confer-

ence, whether the rules respecting the in- 
struction of children (see page 84) have 
been faithfully observed ; and to report to 
the Annual Conference the names of all 
travelling preachers within his district who 
shall neglect to observe these rules. 

7. To take care that every part of our 
Discipline be enforced in his district. And 
to decide all questions of law in a Quarterly 
Conference, subject to an appeal to the 
President of the next Annual Conference ; 
but in all cases the application of law shall 
be with the Conference. 

8. To attend the Bishops when present 
in his district ; and to give them, when ab- 
sent, all necessary information, by letter, of 
the state of his district. 

9. To direct the candidates who are ad- 
mitted on trial, to those studies which have 
been recommended by the Bishops. 

10. To explain to those preachers who 
are on trial, as well as to those who are in 
future to be proposed for trial, that they 
may be either admitted, or rejected without 
doing them any wrong. 

11. If any preacher absent himself from 
his circuit, the Presiding Elder shall, as far 
as possible, fill his place with another preach- 
er, who shall be paid for his labours out of 
the allowance of the absent preacher, in 
proportion to his usual allowance. 

Quest. 5. Shall the Presiding Elder have 
power to employ a preacher who has been 
rejected at the previous Annual Conference ? 

Answ, He shall not, unless the Confer* 
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ence should ^vo him liberty, under certain 
conditions. 

SECTION III. 

Of the Election and Ordination of Travelling 

Elders J and of their Duty, 

Quest. 1. How is an Elder constituted ? 

Answ, By the election of a majority of 
the Annual Conference, and by the laying 
on of the hands of a Bishop, and some of 
the Elders that are present. 

Quest. 2. What is the duty of a Travel- 
ling Elder? 

Ansio. 1. To administer baptism and the 
Lord's supper, and to perform the office of 
matrimony, and all parts of divine worship. 

2. To do all the duties of a travelling 
preacher. 

No Elder that ceases to travel, without 
the consent of the Annual Conference, cer- 
tified under the hand of the President of 
the Conference, except in case of sickness, 
debility, or other unavoidable circumstances, 
shall on any account exercise the peculiar 
functions of his office, or even be allowed to 
preach amonoj us: nevertheless^ the final de- 
termination m all such cases is with the 
Annual Conference. 

Quest. 3. What shall be the time of pro- 
bation of a Travelling Deacon for the office 
of an Elder ? 

Answ, Every Travelling Deacon shall 
exercise that office for two years, before he 
be eligible to the office of Elder ; except in 
the case of missions, when the Annual Con-

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Isrences shall have authority to elect for the 
Elder's office sooner, if they-judge it expe- 
dient 

When a preacher shall have passed his 
examination, and been admitted into full 
connexion, and elected to Deacon's office, 
but &ils of his ordination through the ab- 
sence of the Bishop, his eligibility to the 
office of £lder shall run from the time of his 
election to the office c^ a Deacon. 

SECTION IV. 

Of the Election and Ordination of Travelling 

Deacons f and of their Duty. 

Quest. 1, How is a Travelling Deacon 
constituted ? 

Answ. By the election of a majority of 
the Annual Conference, and the laying on 
of the hands of a Bishop. 

Quest. 2. What is the duty of a Travel- 
ling Deacon ? 

Answ. 1. To baptize and perform the 
office of matrimony, in the absence of the 
Elder. 

2. To assist the Elder in administering 
the Lord's supper. 

8. To do all the duties of a travelling 
preacher. 

N. B. Whenever a preacher on trial is 
selected by the Bishop for a mission, he 
may, if elected by an Annual Conference, 
ordain him a Deacon before his probation 
ends. 

No Deacon who ceases to travel without 
the consent of the Annual Conference* cer^ 
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tified under the hand of the President of the 
Conference, except in case of sickness, de- 
bility, or other unavoidable circumstances, 
^all on any account exercise the peculiar 
functions of his office, or even be allowed 
to preach among us : nevertheless^ the final 
determination in all such cases is with the 
Annual Conference. 

SECTION V. 

0/ the Reception of Preachers from the 
Wesleyan Connexion^ and from other 
Denominations* 

Quest, 1. In what manner shall we re- 
ceive those ministers who may come to us 
from the Wesleyan connexion in Europe or 
Canada? 

Answ. If they come to us properly ac- 
credited from either the British, Irish, or 
Canada Conference, they may be received 
according to such credentials, provided they 
give satisfaction to an Annual Conference 
of their willingness to conform to our Church 
government and usages. 

Quest, 2. How shall we receive those 
ministers who may offer to unite with us 
from other Christian Churches ? 

Answ. Those ministers of other evangel- 
ical Churches, who may desire to imite 
with our Church, whether as local or itiner- 
ant, may be received according to our 
usages, on condition of their taking upon 
them our ordination vows, without the re- 
imposition of hands, giving satisfaction to an 
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Annual Conference of their being in orders, 
and of their agreement with us in doctrine, 
discipline, government, and usages: pro- 
vided the Conference Is also satisfied with 
their gifts, grace, and usefulness. When- 
tiver any such minister is received, he shall 
l>e furnished with a certificate, signed by 
one of our Bishops, in the following words, 
namely : — 

This is to certify, that has been 

admitted into Conference as a travel- 

ling preacher, [or has been admitted as a 
local preacher on circuit,] he having 

been ordained to the office of Deacon, [or 
an Elder, as the case may be,] according to 
the usages of the Church, of which he 

hsis been a member and minister ; and he is 
hereby authorized to exercise the functions 
pertaining to his office in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, so long as his life and 
(conversation are such as become the gospel 
of Christ. 

Given under my hand and seal, at , this 
day of , in the year of our Lord . 

Quest. 3. How shall we receive preachers 
of other denominations who are not in 
orders ? 

Answ, They may be received as licen* 
tiates, provided they give satisfaction to a 
Quarterly or an Annual Conference that 
they are suitable persons to exercise the 
olfice, and of their agreement with the doc- 
trines, discipline, government, and usages of 
oar Church. 
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SECTION VI. 

Of the Examination of those wJio think they 
are moved by the Holy Ghost to preach. 

Quest. How shall we try those who profess 
to be moved by the Holy Ghost to preach ? 

Answ, 1. Let the following questions be 
asked, namely : — Do they know Grod as a 
pardoning God ? Have they the love of God 
abiding in them ? Do they desire nothing 
but God ? And are they holy in all manner 
of conversation ? 

2. Have they gifts (as well as grace) for 
the work ? H^ve they (in some tolerable 
degree) a clear, sound understanding, a right 
judgment in the things of God, a just con- 
ception of salvation by faith ? And has God 
given them any degree <^ utterance ? Do 
they speak justly, readily, clearly ? 

3. Have they fruit ? Are any truly con- 
vinced of sin, and converted to God by their 
preaching ? 

As long as these three marks concur in 
any one, we believe he is called of God to 
preach. These we receive as sufficient proof 
that he is moved by the Holy Ghost 

SECTION VII. 

Of the Method of receiving Travelling 
Preachers on Trial, 

Quest. How is a preacher to be received 
on trial ? 

Answ. I. By the Annual Conference. 
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2. In the interval of the Conference, by 
a Bishop, or the Presidinc Elder of the dis- 
trict, until the sitting of the Conference. 

But no one shall be received unless he 
first procure a recommendation from the 
Quarterly Conference of his circuit or sta- 
tion. We mav then, if he give us satisfac- 
tion, receive him on trial. And before any 
such candidate is received into full con- 
nexion, or ordained Deacon or Elder, he 
shall give satis&ctory evidence respecting 
his knowledge of those particular subjects 
-which have been recommended to his con- 
sideration. 

When a preacher's name is not printed 
in the Minutes, he must receive a written 
license fit>m a Bishop, or Presiding Elder. 

Observe I taking on trial is entirely dif- 
ferent from admitting a preacher into full 
connexion. One on trial may be either 
admitted, or rejected without doing him 
any wrong : — otherwise it would be no trial 
at all. 

At each Annual Conference, those who 
are received on trial, or are admitted into 
full connexion, shall be asked whether they 
are willing to devote themselves to the mis- 
Hionary work ; and a list of the names of all 
those who are willing to do so shall be taken 
and reported to the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Missionary Society; and all such 
shall be considered as ready and willing to 
be employed as missionaries whenever cdlcd 
for by either of the Bishops. 
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SECTION VIII. 

Oy Receiving Travelling Preachers into Full 

Connexion, 

Qiiest. What method do we use in re- 
ceiving a preacher at the Conference into 
full connexion'? 

Answ, Afler solemn fastins and prayer, 
every person proposed shall then be asked, 
before the Conference, the following ques- 
tions, (with any others which may be thought 
necessary,) namely: — Have you faith in 
Christ ? Are you g(»ng on to perfection ? 
Do you expect to be made perfect in love 
in this lifer Are you groaning after it? 
Are you resolved to devote yourself wholly 
to God and his work ? Do you know the 
rules of society ? Do you keep them ? Do 
you constantly attend the sacrament ? Have 
you read the form of Discipline ? Are you 
willing to conform to it? Have you con- 
sidered the rules of a preacher, (see § 9,) 
especially the first, tenth, and twelfth ? Will 
you keep them for conscience' sake ? Are 
you determined to employ all your time in 
the work of God ? Will you endeavour not 
Ho -speak too long or too loud? Will you 
diligently instruct the children in every 
place ? Will you visit from house to house ? 
Will you recommend fastins, or abstinence, 
both by precept and example ? Are you in 
debt? 

Then if he give us satisfaction, after he 
has been employed two successive yean in 
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the regular itinerant work on circuits, in 
stations, or in our institutions of learning, 
which is to commence from his being re- 
ceived on trial at the Annual Conference, 
and being approved by the Annual Confer- 
ence, and examined by the President of the 
Conference, he may be received into full 
connexion. 

N. B. A Missionary employed on a 
Foreign Mission may be admitted into full 
connexion, if recommended by the Superin- 
tepdent of the Mission where he latwurs, 
without being present at the Annual Con- 
ference for examination. 

SECTION IX. 
Of the Rules for a Preacher's Conduct 

Quest. 1. What are the directions given 
to a Preacher ? 

Ansio. 1. Be diligent. Never be unem- 
ployed ; never be triflingly employed. Nev- 
er trifle away time; neither spend any 
more time at any place than is strictly ne- 
cessa^. 

2. Be serious. Let your motto be Holi- 
ness to the Lord. Avoid all lightness, jest- 
ing, and foolish talking. 

3. Converse sparingly, and conduct your- 
self prudently with women. 1 Tim. v, 2. 

4. Take no step toward marriage without 
first consulting with your brethren. 

6. Believe evil of no one without good 
evidence ; unless you see it done, take need 
l»ow you credit it Put the best construe- 
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tion on everything. You know the judge is 
always supposed to be on the prisoner's 
side. 

6. Speak evil of no one; because your 
word, especially, would eat as doth a canker. 
Keep your thoughts Tiithin your own breast, 
till you come to the person concerned. 

7. Tell every one under your care what 
you think wrong in his conduct and temper, 
and that lovingly and plainly as soon as may 
be : else it will fester in your heart. Make 
all haste to cast the fire out of your bosom. 

8. Avoid all affectation. A preacher of 
the gospel is the servant of all. 

9. Be ashamed of nothing but sin. 

10. Be punctual. Do everything exajcify 
at the time. And do not mend our rules, 
but keep them; not for wrath, but con- 
science' sake. 

11. You have nothing to do but to save 
souls : therefore spend and be spent in this 
work ; and go always not only to those that 
want you, but to those that want you most. 

Observe ! it is not your business only to 
P^ach so many times, and to take care of 
this or that society ; but to save as many as 
you can ; to bring as many sinners as you 
can to repentance, and with all your power 
to build them up in that holiness without 
which they cannot see the Lord. And re- 
member ! — a Methodist Preacher is to mind 
every point, great and small, in the Meth- 
odist iJiscipline ! Therefore you will need 
to exercise all the sense and grace you 
have. 
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12. Act in all things not according to your 
own will, but as a son in the gospel. As 
such, it is your duty to employ your time in 
the manner in which we direct : in preach- 
ing, and visiting from house to house; in 
reading, meditation, and prayer. Above all, 
if you labour with us in the Lord's vineyard, 
it is needful you should do that paurt of the 
work which we advise, at thos^ times and 
places which we judge most for his glory. 

Quest 2. Are there any smaller advices 
which mis;ht be of use to us ? 

^fwir. rerhaps these: 1. Be sure never 
to disappoint a congregation. 2. Begin at 
the time appointed. 3. Let your whole de- 
fortment be serious, weighty, and solemn. 
4. Always suit your subject to your audi- 
ence. 5. Choose the plainest texts you can. 
6. Take care not to ramble, but keep to 

Cr text, and make out what you take in 
d. 7. Take care of anything awkward 
or affected, either in your gesture, phrase, 
or pronunciation. 8. Do not usually pray, 
extempore, above eight or ten minutes (at 
most) without intermission. * 9. Frequently 
read and enlarge upon a portion of Scrip- 
ture ; and let young preacners often exhort 
without taking a text 10. Always avail 
yourself of the great festivals, by preaching 
on the occasion. 
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SECTION X. 

Of the Duty of Preachers to God, themselves^ 
and one another. 

Quest, 1. What is the duty of a preacher ? 
Ansuf. 1. To preach. 

2. To meet the societies, and classes. 

3. To ybit the sick. 

4. To preach in the morning where he 
can get hearers. We recommend morning 
preaching at five o'clock in the summer, and 
six in the winter, wherever it is practicable. 

Quest. 2. How shall a preacher be quali- 
fied for his charge ? 

Answ. By wa&ing closely with God, and 
having his work greatly at heart : and by 
understanding and loving discipline, ours in 
particular. 

Quest, 3. Do we sufficiently watch over 
each other ? 

Answ, We do not. Should we not fre- 
quently ask each other, Do you walk closely 
with God ? Have you now fellowship witn 
the Father and the Son? At what hour 
do you rise ? Do you punctually observe 
the morning and evening hours of retire- 
ment ? Do you spend the day in the man- 
ner which the Conference advises ? Do vou 
converse seriously, usefully, and closely? 
To be more particular : Do you use all the 
means of grace yourself, and enforce the 
use of them on all other persons ? They 
are either instituted or prudential. 
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I. The instituted are, 

1. Prayer: private, family, and public; 
consisting of deprecation, petition, interces- 
sion, and thanksgiving. Do you use each 
of these ? Do you forecast daily, "wherever 
you are, to secure time for private devotion ? 
Do you practise it everywhere? Do you 
ask everywhere, .Have you family prayer ? 
Do you ask individuals. Do you use private 
prayer every morning aoid evening in par- 
ticidar? 

2. Searching the Scriptures, by 

(1) Reading: constantly, some part of 
every day; regularly, all the Bible in or- 
der; carefully, with notes; seriously, with 
prayer before and after; fruitfully, imme- 
diately practising what you learn there ? 

(2) Meditating : At set times ? By rule ? 

(3) Hearing: Every opportunity? With 
prayer before, at, after ? Have you a Bible 
always about you ? 

3. The Lord's supper : Do you use this 
at every opportunity ?. With solemn prayer 
before? With earnest and deliberate self- 
devotion ? 

4. Fasting: Do you use as much absti- 
nence and fasting every week, as your 
health, strength, and labour will permit ? 

6. Christian conference: Are you con- 
vinced how important and how difficult it is 
to order your conversation aright? Is it 
always in grace? ^ Seasoned with salt? 
Meet to minister grace to the hearers ? Do 
you not converse too long at a time ? Is not 
an hour commonly enough ? Would it not 
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be well always to have a determined end in 
view ? And to pray before and after it ? 

II. Prudential means we may use either 
as Christians, as Methodists, or as preachers. 

1. As Christians: What particular rules 
hare you in order to grow in grace ? What 
arts of holy living ? 

2. As Methodists: Do you never miss 
your class ? 

3. As Preachers: Have you thoroughly 
considered your duty ? And do you make a 
conscience of executing every part of it? 
Do you meet every society and their leaders ? 

These means may be used without fruit. 
But there are some means which cannot: 
namely, watching, denying ourselves, taking 
up our cross, exercise of the presence of God. 
. 1. Do you steadily watch against the 
world ? Yourself? Your besetting sin ? 

2. Do you deny yourself every useless 
pleasure of sense ? Imagination ? Honour ? 
Are you temperate in all thipgs ? Instance 
in food : (1) Do you use only that kind and 
that degree which is best both for body and 
soul ? Do you see the necessity of this ? 
(2) Do you eat no more at each meal than 
is necessary ? Are you not heavy or drowsy 
after dinner? (3) Do you use only that 
kind, and that degree of drink, which is 
best both for your body and soul ? (4) Do 
you choose and use water for your common 
drink ? And only take wine medicinally or 
sacramentally ? 

8. Wherein do you take up your cross 
daily ? Do you cheerfully bear your cross, 
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however grieYOus to nature, as a gift of Grod, 
and labour to profit thereby ? 

4. Do you endeavour to set God always 
before you? To see his eye continually 
fixed upon you ? Never can you use these 
means out a blessing will ensue. And the 
more you use them, the more you will grow 
in grace. 

SECTION XI. 

Of the Duties <^ those who have the Charge 
of Circuits or Stations, 

Q^est. 1. What are the duties of the 
Elder, Deacon, or preacher, who has the 
special charsg of a circuit ? 

Answ. 1. To see that the other preachers 
in his circuit behave well, and want nothing. 

2. To renew the tickets for the admission 
of members into love-feast quarterly. 

3. To meet the Stewards and Leaders as 
often as posdble. 

4. To appoint all the Leaders, to change 
them when ne sees it necessary, and to ex- 
amine each of them, with all possible exact- 
ness, at least once a quarter, concerning his 
method of meeting a class. (See part i, 
ch. V, § 3, pa^ 82.) 

6. To receive, try, and expel members, 
according to the form of Discipline. 

6. To nold watch-nights and love-feasts. 

7. To hold quarterly meetings in the ab- 
sence of the Presiding Elder. 

8. To take care that every society be 
duly supplied with books. 
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9. To take an exact account of all the mat- 
ters specified in Part I, ch. iii, § 3, Quest 5, 
Answ. 13, page 39, and report them to the 
Annual Conference, that their number may ^ 
be printed in the Minutes. m^ 

10. To give an account of his circuit 
every quarter to his Presiding Elder. 

11. To report at each quarterly meeting 
the names of those who have been received 
into the Church or excluded therefrom dur- 
ing the quarter; also the names of those 
who have been received or dismissed by 
certificate, and of those who have died or 
have withdrawn from our Church. 

12. To examine the accounts of all the 
Stewards. 

18. To appoint a person to receive the 
quarterly collection in the classes, 

14. To see that public collections be made 
quarterly, if need be. 

15. To encourage the support of missions 
(see part ill, ch. iv) and Sunday schools, and 
the publication and distribution of Bibles, 
tracts, (see part iii, ch. vi,) and Sunda;^-school 
books, by forming societies and making col- 
lections for these objects in such way and 
manner as the Annual Conference to which 
he belongs, shall from time to time direct 

16. To publicly catechise the children in 
the Sunday school and at special meetings 
appointed for that purpose. It shall also be 
the duty of each preacher, in his report to 
each Quarterly Conference, to state to what 
extent he has publicly or privately catechised 
the children of his charge. 
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17. To form Bible classes for the larger 
children and youth, and to attend to all die 
duties prescribed for the training of children 
in part i, ch. vi, page 84. 

18. If the Annual Conference to which 
he belongs should not give any directions 
on the subject, to take up a collection in the 
course of the year, or raise a subscription, 
as he may judge expedient, the proceeds of 
which shall be at his disposal in the pur- 
chase and distribution of tracts. 

19. To lay before the Quarterly Con- 
ference, at each quarterly meeting, as far as 
practicable, to be entered on its journal, a 
written statement of the number and state 
of the Sunday schools in the circuit or sta- 
tion, and to report the same to his Annual 
Conference according to the form published 
by the Sunday-School Union of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, together with the 
amount raised for the support of missions, 
and for the publication of Bibles and tracts. 

20. To take an annual collection in each 
of his appointments in behalf of the Sun- 
day-School Union. 

21. To raise a yearly subscription In 
those circuits that can bear it, for building 
churches, and paying the debts of those 
which have been already erected. 

22. To choose a committee of lay mem- 
bers to make a just application of the money 
where it is most wanted. 

Quest. 2. What other directions shall we 
give him? 
Answ, Several. 
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1. To take a regular catalogue of the 
societies in towns and cities, as they live in 
the streets. 

2. To leave his successor a particular ac- 
count of the circuit, including an account 
of the subscribers for our periodicals. 

8. To enforce vigorously, but calmly, all 
the rules of the society. 

4. To suffer no love-feast to last above 
an hour and a half. 

5. To warn all from time to time, that 
none are to remove from one circuit to 
another, without a note of recommendation 
from the preacher of the circuit in these 
words : — " A. B., the bearer, has been an aC" 
ceptdble member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church." And to in&rm them that, with- 
out such a certificate, they will not be re- 
ceived into the Church in other places. 

6. To recommend everywhere decency 
and cleanliness. 

7. To read the rules of the society, with 
the aid of the other preachers, once a year 
in every congregation, and once a quarter 
in everv society. 

8. The preacher who has the charge of a 
circuit shall appoint prayer meetings wher- 
ever he can in nis circuit. 

9. Wherever it is practicable, he shall so 
arrange the appointments as to give the 
local preachers re^gular and systematic em- 
ployment on the Sabbath. 

10. He shall take oare that a fast be hdd 
in every society in his circuit, on the Friday 
preceding everj' quarterly meeting: and 

5 
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that a memorandum of it be written on all 
die class papers. 

11. To license such persons as he may 
judge proper to officiate aa exhorters in the 
UhuTch, provided no person shall be so li- 
censed without the consent of the leaden' 
meeting, or of the class of which he is a 
member, where no leaders' meeting is held ; 
and the exhorters so authorized shall be sub- 
ject to the annual examination of character 
m the Quarterly Conference, and have their 
license annually renewed by the Fresidins 
Elder, or the preacher having the charge, if 
approved by the Quarterly Conference. 

N. B. The preachers who have the over- 
sight of circuits are required to execute all 
our rules fully and strenuowily against all 
fiauds, and particularly against dishonest in- 
solvencies ; suffering none to remain in oar 
Church on any account who are found guilty 
of any fraud. 

1^ For the mode of procedure in case 
of insolvency of members, and in settjling 
disputes, &c., as to the payment of debts or 
otherwise, see part i, chapter x, section 4, 
quest 2, 3, pases 100-102. 

Quest, 3. What can be done to supply the 
circuits during the sitttings of the Confer- 
ences ? 

Answ, 1. Let all the appointments stand 
according to the plan of the circuit. 

2. Engage as many local preachers and 
exhorters as will supply them ; and let them 
be paid for their time in proportion to the 
allowance of the travelling preachers. 
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3. If preachers and exhorierS -cannot at- 
tend, let some person of ability be s^potnted 
in every society, to sing, pray, and read one 
oi Mr. Wesley's sermons. 

4. But if that cannot be done, let there 
be prayer meetings. 

SECTION XII. 
Of the Matter and Manner of Preaching, 

Quest 1. What is the best general meth- 
od of preaching ? 

Answ, 1. To convince: 2. To offer 
Christ : 3. To invite : 4. To build up : And 
to do this in some measure in every sermon. 

Quest. 2. What is the most effectual way 
of preaching Christ? 

Answ. The most effectual way of preach- 
ing Christ is, to preach him in all his offices ; 
and to declare his law, as well as his jjjospel, 
both to believers and unbelievers. Let us 
strongly and closely insist upon inward and 
outward holiness in all its branches. 

SECTION XIII. 

Rules hy which we should continue, or desist 
fiom. Preaching at any Place. 

Quest. 1. Is it advisable for us to preach 
in as many places as we can, without form- 
ing any societies ? 

Answ. Bv no means. We have made the 
trial in vanous places ; and that for a con- 
siderable time. But all the seed has fallen 
by the way-side. There is scarce any fruit 
remaining. 
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bnsinesfl, Serving the Lord with all humMky 
of mind : 2. Our special work, Take heed to 
yourselves, and to all the flock : 3. Our doe^ 
trine, Repentance toward God, and faith Uh 
ward our Lord Jesus Christ : 4. The place, 
/ Tuive taught you publicly, and from house 
to house: 5. The object and manner of 
teaching, / ceased not to warn every one, 
night and day, with tears : 6. His innocence 
and self-denial herein, / have coveted no 
man*s silver or gold : 7. His patience, Nei* 
ther count I my life dear unto myself. And 
among all other motivefi, let these be eyer 
before our eyes: 1. The Church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own blood : 
2. Grievous wolves shall enter in; yea, of 
yourselves shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things. 

Write this upon your hearts, and it will 
do you more good than twenty years' study. 
Then you wiS have no time to spare ; you 
will have work enough. Then likewise no 
preacher will stay with us who is as salt that 
has lost its savour. For to such this em* 
ployment would be mere drudgery. And 
m order to it, you will have need o£ all the 
knowledge you can procure, and grace you 
can attain. 

The sum is, Go into every house in course, 
and teach every one therein, young and dd, 
to be Christians inwardly and outwardly; 
make every particular plain to their under- 
standings; fix it in their minds; write it 
on their hearts. In order to this there 
must be line upon line, precept upon pie* 
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cept. What patience, what love,, what 
knowledge, is requisite for this ! We muirt 
needs do this, were it only to avoid idleness. 
Do we not loiter away many hours in every 
week? Each try himself: no idleness is 
consistent with a growth in grace. Nay, 
without exactness in redeeming time, you 
cannot retain the grace you receive in jus- 
tifioation. 

Quest. 2, Why are we not more holy? 
Why do we not live in eternity? Walk 
with Grod all the day long ? Why are we 
not all devoted to God i Breathing the 
whcde spirit of missionaries ? 

Answ, Chiefly because we are enthusi- 
asts ; lodging for the end without using the 
means. To touch only upon two or three 
instances : — Who of us rises at four, or even 
at five, when we do not preach ? Do* we 
know the obligation and benefit of fasting 
or abstinence ? How often do we practise 
it ? The neglect of this alone is sufiicient 
to account for our feebleness and faintness 
of spirit We are continually grieving the 
Holy Spirit of God by the habitual neglect 
of a plain duty. Let us amend from this hour. 

Qttest, 3. How shall we ^ard against 
Sabbath-breaking, evil-speaking, unprofit- 
aMe conversation, lightness, expensiveness 
or gayety of apparel, and contracting debts 
wi&out due care to discharge them ? 

Answ. 1. Let us preach expressly on each 
of these heads. 2. Kead in every society 
the sermon on evil-speaking. 3. Let the 
leaders closely examine and exhort evei^ 



I 
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person to put away the accursed thing. 
4. Let the preachers warn every society that 
none who is guilty herein can remain with 
us. 5. Extirpate buying or selling goodi 
which have not paid the duty laid upon 
them by government out of our Church. 
Let none remain with us who will not to- 
tally abstain from this evil in every kind 
and degree. Extirpate bribery, receiving 
anything? directly or indirectly, for voting 
at any election. Show no respect to per- 
sons herein, but expel all that touch the ac- 
cursed thing. Ana strongly advise our peo- 
ple to discountenance all treats given by 
candidates before or at elections, and not to 
be partakers, in any respect, of such in- 
iquitous practices. 

SECTION XV. 

Of Employing our Time projitahly^ when we 
are not travelling, or engaged in Public 
Exercises. 

Quest, 1. What general method of emr- 
ploying our time shall we advise ? 

Answ, We advise you, 1. As often as pos- 
sible to rise at four. 2. From four to &7% 
in the morning, and from five to six in. the 
evening, to meditate, pray, and read the 
Scriptures with notes, and the closely prac- 
tical parts of what Mr. Wesley has published. 
8. From six in the morning till twelve, (al- 
lowing an hour for breakiast,) read, with 
much prayei*, some of our best religious 
tracts. 
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. Quest 2. Why is it that the people under 
OUT care are not better ? 

Amtw. Other reasons may concur, but the 
chief is, because we are not more knowing 
and more holy. 

Quest. 3. But why are we not more 
knowing ? 

Answ. Because we are idle. We forget 
our first rule, " Be diligent Never be un- 
employed. Never be triflingly employed. 
Neither spend any more time at any place 
than is strictly necessary." We fear there 
is altogether a fault in this matter, and that 
few o^us are clear. Which of us spend as 
many hours a day in Grod's work as we did 
fijrmerly in man's work ? We talk, — talk 
or read what comes next to hand. We 
must, absolutely must, cure this evil, or be- 
tray the cause of God. But how ? 1 . Read 
the most useful books, and that regularly 
and constantly. 2. Steadily spend all the 
morning in this employment, or at least five 
hours in the four and twenty. " But I have 
no taste for reading." Contract a taste for 
it by use, or return to your former employ- 
ment. " But I have no books." Be diligent 
to spread the books, and you will have the 
use of them. 

SECTION XVI. 
Of the Necessity of Union among ourselves. 

Let us be deeply sensible (from what we 
have known) of the evil of a division in 
principle, spirit, or practice, and the dread- 
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fbl consequences to ourselves and oHiers. 
K we are united, what can stand before us ? 
If we divide, we shall destroy ourselves, the 
work of God, and the souk of our people. 

Quest. What can be done in order to a 
closer union with each other ? 

Answ. 1. Let us be deeply convinced of 
the absolute necessity of it 

2. Pray earnestly for, and speak freely to, 
each other. 

3. When we meet, let as never part with- 
out prayer. 

4. Take great care not to despise each 
other's gifts. 

5. Never ^>eak lightly of each other. 

6. Let us defend each other's character 
in everything so far as is consistent with 
truth. 

7. Labour in honour each to prefer the 
other before himself. 

8. We recommend a serious perusal of 
The CauseSy EvilSj and Cures of Heart and 
Church Divisions. 

SECTION xvn. 

0/ Supernumerary and Superannuated or 
Worn-out Preachers, 

A supernumerary preacher is one so worn 
out in the itinerant service as to be rendered 
incapable of preaching constantly; but at 
the same time is willing to do any work in 
the ministry which the Conference may 
direcAi and his strength enable him to per- 
fonv 
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A supemamerary preacher, who refuses 
to attend to the work assigned him, unless 
in case of sickness, or other unavoidable 
cause or causes, shall not be allowed to ex- 
ercise the functions of hia office, nor even to 
preach among us: nevertheless^ the final 
determination of the case shall be with the 
Annual Conference of which he is a member, 
who shall have power to acquit, suspend, 
locate, or expel him, as the jcase may be. 

Every superannuated preacher, who may 
reside without the bounds of the Conference 
of which he is a member, shall have a seat 
in the Quarterly Conference, and all the 
privileges of membership in the Church 
where he may reside ; and he shall annually 
forward to his Conference a certificate of his 
Christian and ministerial conduct, together 
with an account of the number and circum- 
stances of his femily, signed by the Presi- 
ding Elder of the district, or the preacher 
in charge of the circuit or station within 
whose bounds he may reside ; without which 
the Conference shall not be required to 
allow his daim. 

SECTION xvni. 
Local Preachers, 

Quest. What directions shall be given 
concerning local preachers ? 

Answ, 1. The Quarterly Conference shall 
have authority to license proper persons to 
preach, and renew their license annually, 
when, in the judgment of said Conference, 
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liieir gifts, grace, and usefulness, will war^ 
rant such renewal ; to recommend suitable 
candidates to the Annual Conference for 
Deacons' or Elders' orders in the local coo- 
nexion, for admission on trial in the trayel- 
ling connexion, and to try, suspend, expel, 
or acquit, any local preacher in the circuit 
or station against whom charges may be 
brought Provided^ that no person shall be 
licensed to preach without the recommenda- 
tion of the society of which he is a member, 
or of a Leaders' Meeting. Nor shall any 
one be licensed to preach, or recommended 
to the Annual Conference to travel, or for 
ordination, without first being examined in 
the Quarterly Conference on the subject of 
doctrines and discipline. ( See part i, ch. iii, 
§ 4, page 42.) 

2. A licensed local preacher shall be 
eligible to the office of a Deacon, after he 
has preached four years from the time he 
received a regular license, and has obtained 
a testimonial from the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, after proper examination, s^ed by 
the President, and countersigned by the Sec- 
retary ; and after his character has passed in 
examination before, and he has obtained 
the approbation of, the Annual Conference. 

3. A local Deacon shall be eligible to the 
office of an Elder, after he has preached 
four years from the time he was ordained 
a Deacon, and has obtained a recommenda- 
tion from the Quarterly Conference of which 
he is a member, certifying his qualifica- 
tions in doctrine, discipline, talents, and 
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Qsefiilness, signed hj the President, and 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall, 
if he cannot attend, send to the Annual 
CSonference such recommendation, and a 
Bote certifying his belief in the doctrine and 
Discipline of our Church. The whole being 
examined by the Annual Conference, and 
if approved he may be ordained : provided^ 
nevertheless, no slaveholder shall be eligible 
to the office of an r"*'^**vQr Deacon, where 
the laws will admit o. ^'"^cipation, and 
pennit the liberated slave ,^^njoy freedom. 

4. Every local Elder, Deacon, or preach- 
er, shall be amenable to the Quarterly 
Conference where he resides, for his 
Christian character and the faithful per- 
formance of his ministerial office. He shall 
have his name recorded on the journal of 
said Conference, and also enrolled on a 
class paper, and shall meet in class ; and in 
neglect of the above duties, the Quarterly 
Conference, if they judge it proper, may 
deprive him of his ministerial office. And 
when a preacher is located, or discontinued 
by an Annual Conference, he shall be . 

amenable to the Quarterly Conference of / 

the circuit or station where he had his last } 

appointment, or at the place where he shall .' 

reside at the time of his location. I 

Whenever any Elder, Deacon, or preach- i 

er, shall remove from one circuit or station 
to another, he shall procure from the Presi- 
ding Elder of the district, or from the 
preacher having charge, a certificate of his 
official standing in the Church at the lime 
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of his removal, without "which he shall not be 
received as a local preacher in other places. 
5. The Presiding Elders and the preachers 
in charge, are required so to arrange the 
i^pointments, wherever it is practicable, as 
to give the local preachers regular and 
systematic employment on the Sabbath. 



, CHAPTER V. 

OP THE MEANS OF GBACB. 

SECTION I. 
Of Pvblic Worship, 

QluBsU 1. What directions shall be given 
for the establishment of uniformity in publio 
worship among us, on the Lord's day ? 

Answ. 1. Let the morning service consist 
of singing, prayer, the readii^ of a chapter 
out of the Old Testament, and another out 
of the New, and preaching. 

2. Let the afternoon service consist of 
singing, prayer, the reading <rf one or two 
chapters out of the Bible, and preaching. 

3. Let the evening service consist of 
singing, prayer, and preaching. 

4. But on the days of administering the 
Lord's supper, the two chapters in the 
morning service may be omitted. 

5. In administering the ordinances, and 
in the burial of the dead, let the form of 
Discipline invariably be used. Let the 
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L<H*d's prayer also be used on all occasions 
of public worship in concluding the first 
prayer, and the apostolic benediction in 
oismissing the congregation. 

6. Let the society be met, wherever it is 
practicable, on the Sabbath-day. 

Quest, 2. Is there not a great indecency 
sometimes practised among us, namely, 
talking in the congregation before and after 
service. How shall this be cured ? 

Answ, Let all the ministers and preachers 
join as one man, and enlarge on the impro- 
priety of talking before or after service; 
and strongly exhort those that are concerned 
to do it no more. In three months, if we 
are in earnest, this vile practice will be 
banished out of every Methodist congrega- 
tion. Let none st(^ till he has carried his 
point 

SECTION U. 
Of the Spirit and Truth of Singing. 

Quest How slall we guard against for- 
mality in singing ? 

Answ. 1. Choose such hymns as are prop- 
er for the occasion, and do not sing too 
much at once. Seldom more than four or 
five verses. 

2. Let the tune be suited to the senti- 
ment, and do not sufier the people to sing 
too slow. 

3. In every Society let due attention be 
given to the cultivation of sacred music. 

4. If you cannot sing yourself, let one or 

6 
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two be chosen in each Society to lead the 
singins. 

5. As anging is a part of Divine worship 
in which all ou^ht to unite, thevefore exhort 
every person in the congregation to sing, 
not one in ten only. 

SECTION in. 
Of Class-meetings and Love-feasts, 

Quest, 1. How may the Leaders of classes 
be rendered more useful ? 

Ansfc, 1. Let each of them be diligently 
examined concerning his method of meeting 
a class. Let this be done with all possible 
exactness, at least once a quarter. In order 
to this, take sufficient time. 

2. Let each Leader carefully inquire how 
every, soul of his class prospers : not only 
how each person observes the outward rules, 
but how he grows in the knowledge and love 
of God. 

8. Let the Leaders converse with thoee 
who have the charge of their circuits, fre- 
quently and freely. 

Quest. 2. Can an}'lhing more be dcHie in 
order to make the Class-meetings lively and 
profitable ? 

Answ. 1. Change improper Leaders. 

2. Let the Leaders frequently meet each 
other's classes. 

3. Let us observe which Leaders are the 
most useful ; and let these meet the other 
classes as often as possible. 

4. See that eXi the Leaders be not only 
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men of sound judgment, but men truly de- 
voted to God. 

Quest. 3. What shall we do with those 
members of our Church who wilfully and 
repeatedly neglect to meet their class ? 

Ansto, 1. Let the Elder, Deacon, or one 
of the preachers visit them, whenever it is 
practicable, and expldn to them the conse- 
quence if tiiey continue to neglect, namely, 
exclusion. 

■ 2. If they do not amend, let him who has 
the charge of the circuit or station bring 
their case before the Society, or a select 
number, before whom they shall have been 
cited to appear ; and if they be found guilty 
of wiMVil neglect by a decision of a majori^ 
of the members before whom their case is 
"brought, let them be laid aside, and let the 
preacher show that tiiey are excluded for a 
breach of our rules, and not for immoral 
conduct. 

Q^est. 4. How often shall we permit 
serious persons who are not of our Church 
to meet in class ? 

Answ* At every other meeting of the 
class in every place let no stranger be ad- 
mitted. At other times they may ; but the 
same person not above twice or thrice. 

Quest, 5. How often shall we permit 
strangers to be present at our Love-feast ? 

Anstc. Let them be admitted with the 
utmost caution ; and the same person on no 
account above twice or thrice, unless he be- 
come a member. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS AND THE RELICh 
I0U3 INSTRUCTION OF CHILDREN. 

Quest. 1. What shall we do for the moral 
and religious instruction of the children ? 

Amw, 1. It shall be the special duty of 
preachers having charge of circuits or sta- 
tions, with the aid of the other preachers, to 
form Sunday schools in all our congrega- 
tions where ten children can be collected 
for that purpose, and to engage the coopera- 
tion of as many of our members as they can, 
to visit the schools as often as practicable, 
to preach on the subject of Sunday schools 
ana religious instruction in each congrega- 
tion at least once in six months, and to form 
Bible classes wherever they can for the in- 
struction of larger children and youth ; and 
where they cannot superintend them per- 
sonally, to see that suitable teachers are pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

2. It shall also be the dnty of preachers 
to enforce faithfully upon parents and Sun- 
day-school teachera the great importance of 
instructing children in the doctrines and 
duties of our holy religion, to see that our 
catechisms be used as extensively as possible 
both in our Sunday schools and families, to 
preach to the c^iildren, and publicly catechise 
them in the Sunday schools and at special 
meetings appointed for that purpose. 

3.^ It shall be the duty of every preacher 
in his pastoral visits to pay special attention 
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to tlie children, speaking to them personall7 
and kindly on the subject of experimental 
and practical godliness, according to their 
capacity, pray earnestly for them, and dili- 

gently instruct and exhort all parents to 
edicate their children to the Lord in bap- 
tism, as early as convenient . 

^ Each preacher in charge shall lay be- 
fore the Quarterly Conference, (see part i, 
ch. iii, § 4, quest 4, answ. 8,) to be entered 
on its Journal, the number and state of the 
Sunday schools and Bible classes in his 
charge, and the extent to which he has 
preached to the children and catechised 
lliem, and make the required report on 
Sunday schools to his Annual Conference. 

5. It is recommended that each Annual 
Conference, where the general state of the 
nvork will allow, request tne appointment of a 
special agent, to travel throughout its bounds, 
for the purpose of promoting the interests 
of Sunday schools; and his expenses shall 
be paid out of collections which he shall be 
directed to make, or otherwise, as shall be 
ordered by the Conference. 



CHAPTER Vn. 

OF THE PRINTma AKD CIRCULATION OF 
RELIGIOUS TRACTS. 

Provision is made for the pnbllcation at the Book 
Ooneern of cheap books and tracts, in our own and* 
foreign languages. For the duties of the Editor of 
tracts andCurresponding Secretary of the Tract Society, 
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part ill, oh. vi, art 8. page 201. Our Tract Soolaty 
is deaigLed to aid in the diffusion of religious knowledge 
hj the circulation of our eyangelioal publications. 

1. It is recommended to our people every- 
where to form Tract Societies, auxiliary to 
the Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

2. It is recommended to preachers in 
charge, to make annually in their several 
congregations, collections in behalf of the 
Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 



CHAPTER VUL 

OF THE RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF 
OUR COLOURED MEMBERS. 

1. Our coloured preachers and official 
members shall have all the privileges which 
are usual to others in Quarterly Conferences, 
where the usages of the country do not for- 
bid it. And the Presiding Elder may hold 
for them a separate Quarterly Conference^ 
when in his judgment it shall be expedient 

2. The Bishop or Presiding Elder may 
employ coloured preachers to travel and 
preach, when their services are judged 
necessary. Provided, that no one shall be 
so employed without having been recom- 
mended by a Quarterly Conference. 

8. The Bishops may call a Conference 
once in each year or our coloured locid 
preachers, within the bounds of any one op 
more of our districts, for the purpose of 
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conferring vnth them with respect to the 
"wants of the work among our coloured people, 
and the best means to be employed m pfo- 
moting its prosperity; at which Conference, 
the residing Elder within whose district, 
and under whose care, the coloured Churches 
and congregations are, shall be present 
Provided, that the holding of said Conference 
or Conferences shall be recommended by an 
Annual Conference, and the Bishops, upon 
due inquiry, shall deem it practicable and 
expedient 



CHAPTER IX. 

OF DRESS AND MARRIAGE. 

SECTION I. 
Of Dress. 

Quest. Should we insist on the rules 
concerning dress ? 

Answ. By all means. This is no time to 
encourage superfluity in dress. Therefore, 
let all our people be exhorted to conform to 
the spirit of the apostolic precept, " not to 
adorn themseWes with gold, and pearls, and 
costly array.'' 1 Tim. ii, 9. 

SECTION n. 
Of Marriage. 

Quest 1. Do we observe any evil which 
has prevailed t& our Church with respect to 
marriage? 
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Answ. Many of our members have mar- 
ried with unawakened persons. This haa 
produced bad effects ; they have been either 
mndered for life, or have turned back to 
perdition. 

QtiesL 2. What can be done to discour- 
age this ? 

Answ. 1. Let every preacher publicly v 
enforce the apostle's caution, ^^ Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with unbelievers" 
2 Cor. VI, 14. 

2. Let all be exhorted to take no step in 
so weighty a matter, without advising with 
the most serious of their brethren. 

Quest, 3. Ought any woman to marry 
without the consent of her parents ? 

Answ, In general she ought not Yet 
there may be exceptions. For if, 1. A wo- 
man believe it to be her duty to marry : if, 
2. Her parents absolutely refuse to let her 
marry any Christian : then she may, nay, 
ought to marry without their consent. Yet 
even then a Methodist preacher ought not 
to be married to her. 

We do not prohibit our people from mar- 
rying persons who are not of our Church, 
provided such persons have the form, £«id 
are seeking the power of godliness ; but wo 
are determined to discourage their marrying 
persons who do not come up to this de- 
scription. 
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CHAPTER X. 

OP BBINGING MINISTERS AND MEMBERS 
TO TRIAL, AND OF INSOLVENCIES, AND 
THE SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. 

SECTION I. 

Of the trial of a Bishop, 

Quest, 1. To whom is a Bishop amenable 
for his conduct ? 

Answ, To the General Conference, who 
Ikave power to expel him for improper con- 
duct, if they see it necessary. 

Quest. 2. What provision shall be made 
for the trial of a Bishop, if he should be ac- 
cused of immorality in the interval of the 
Greneral Conference ? 

Ansto. If a Bishop be accused of immo- 
rality, three Travelling Elders shall call upon 
him, and examine him on the subject ; and 
if the three Elders verily believe that the 
Bishop is guilty of the crime, they shall call 
to their tud two Presiding Elders from two 
districts in the nei^borhood of that where 
the crime was committed, each of which 
IVesiding Elders shall bring with him two 
Elders, or an Elder and a Deacon. The 
above-mentioned nine persons shall form a 
Conference, to examine into the charge 
brought against the Bishop : and if two-thiida 
of them verily believe him to be guiltv of 
the crime laid to his charge, they shall hare 
authority to suspend the Bishqp till the en- 
suing General Conference, and the districti 
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shall be regulated in the mean time as is 
provided in ch. iii, § 8, and ch. iv, §§ 1, 2; 
out no accusation shall be received against 
a Bishop except it be delivered in writing, 
signed by those -who are to prove the crime; 
and a copy of the accusation shall be given 
to the accused Bishop. 

SECTION n. 

Ofihe Method of Proceeding against accused 
Travelling Ministers or Preachers, 

Quest, 1, What shall be done when an 
Elder, Deacon, or preacher, is under report 
of being guilty of some crime expressly for- 
bidden in the word of God, as an unchris- 
tian practice, sufficient to exclude a person 
from the kingdom of grace and glory? 

Answ, 1, £i the interval of the Annual 
Conference, let the Presiding Elder, in the 
absence of a Bishop, call as many travelling 
ministers as he shall think fit, at least three ; 
and, if possible, bring the accused and the 
accuser face to face: and cause a correct 
record of the investigation to be kept and 
transmitted to the Annual Conference. If 
the person be clearly convicted, he shall be 
suspended from all ministerial services and 
Church privileges until the ensuing Annuat- 
Conference, at which his case shan be fully *; 
considered and detemnned. But if the ac- 
cused be a Presiding Elder, the preachers 
mnst call in the f^siding Elder of the 
neighbouring district, who is required to at- 
tend and preside at the trial. 



L 
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If the accused and accuser cannot be 
brought face to face, but the supposed de- 
linquent flees from trial, it shall be received 
as a presumptive proof of guilt ; and out of 
the mouth of two or three witnesses he shall 
be condemned. Nevertheless, even in that 
case, the Annual Conference shall reconsider 
and determine the whole matter. ♦ 

And if the accused be a superannuated 
preacher, living out of the bounds of the 
Conference of which he b a member, he 
shall be held responsible to the Annual 
Conference within whose bounds he may 
reside, who shall have power to try, acquit, 
suspend, locate, or expel him, in the same 
manner as if he were a member of said 
Conference. 

2. If the charge be preferred at the Con- 
ference, the case may be referred to a com- 
mittee, in the presence of a Presiding Elder, 
or a member appointed by the Bishop in his 
stead, who shall cause a faithful record of 
the proceedings and testimony to be laid 
before the Conference ; on which, with such 
other evidence as may be admitted, the case 
shall be decided. 

Quest. 2. What shall be done in cases of 
improper tempers, words, or actions. 

Answ. The person so offending shall be . 
reprehended by his senior in oflSce. Should 
a second transgression take place, one, two, 
or three ministers or preachers, are to be 
laken as witnesses. If ne be not then cured, 
he shall be tried at the next Annual Con- 
ference, and, if found guilty and impenitent. 
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shall be expelled from the connexion, and 
bis name so returned in the Minutes of tbe 
C(mference. 

(^sL 3. What shall be done when a 
member of an Annual Conference fails in 
business, or contracts debts which he is not 
able to pay ? 

tinsw. Let the Presiding Elder appoint 
three judicious members of the Church to 
inspect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the supposed delinquent, and if, 
in their opinion, ne has behaved dishonestly,^ 
or contracted debts without the probability 
of paying, let the case be disposed of accord- 
ing to the answer of question one of this 
section. 

Quest, 4. What shall be done with those 
ministers or preachers who hold and dis- 
seminate, publicly or privately, doctrines 
which are contrary to our articles of religion ? 

Answ, Let the same process be observed 
as in case of gross immorality : but if the 
minister or preacher so ofiending do sol- 
emnly engage not to disseminate such erro- 
neous doctrmes in public or in private, he 
shall be borne with, till his case be laid be- 
fore the next Annual Conference, which 
shall determine the matter. 

Quest, 5. What shall be done when a 
travelling minister is accused of being so un- 
acceptable, inefficient, or secular, as to be no 
longer useful in his work ? 

Answ. The Conference shall investigate 
the case, and if it appear that the complaint 
is well founded, and the accused wiU not 
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Toluntarily retire, the Conference may lo- 
cate liim without his consent. 

But should the Conference, haying jurisdic- 
tion in any of the foregoing cases, judge it ex»- 
pedient to try the accused by a select number, 
it may appoint not less than nine, nor more 
than fifteen of its members for that purpose, 
who, in the presence of a bishop or a chainnan, 
■which the President of the Cfonference shall 
appoint, and one or more of the Secretaries 
OTthe Conference, shall have full power to 
consider and determine the case according 
to the rules which govern annual confer- 
ences in such proceedings, and they shall 
make a faithful report of all their doings to 
the Secretary of the Conference in writing, 
and deliver up to him the bill of charges, 
the evidence taken, and the decision ren- 
dered, with all other documents brought into 
the trial. 

Provided, nevertheless, that in all the 
above-mentioned cases of trial and convic- 
tion, an appeal to the ensuing General Con- 
ference shall be allowed, if the condemned 
person signify his intention to appeal, at the 
time of his condemnation, or at any time 
thereafter when he is informed thereof. 

In all the above-mentioned cases it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Annual 
Conference carefully to preserve the minutes 
of the trial, whether taken before a com- 
mittee or before tte Conference, and all the 
documents relating to the case, together with 
the charge or charges, and the specification 
or specifications ; which minutes and docu- 
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ments only, in case of an appeal front the 
decision of an Annual Conference, shall be 

S resented to the General Conference, in evi- 
ence on the case. And in all cases, when 
an appeal is made, and admitted hy the Gen^ 
eral Conference, the appellant shall either 
state personally, or by his representative, 
(who shall be a member of the Conference,) 
the grounds of his appeal, showing* cause 
why he appeals, afid he shall be allowed to 
make his defence without interruption. Af- 
ter which, the representatives of the Annuld 
Conference from whose decision the appeal 
is made, shall be permitted to respond in 
presence of the appellant, who shall have the 
privilege of replying to such representatives, 
which shall clos6 the pleadings on both sides. 
This done, the appellant shall withdraw, and 
the Conference or Committee on the case 
shall decide. And after such form of trial 
and expulsion, the person so expelled shall 
have no privileges of society or sacramei^ 
in our Church, without confession, contrition, 
and satisfactory reformation. 

A preacher on trial who may be accused 
of crime shall be accountable to the Quar- 
terly Conference of the circuit on which he 
travels. The Presiding Elder shall call a 
committee of three local preachers, who may 
suspend him ; and the Quarterly Conference 
may expel him : nevertheless, he shall have 
a right to an appeal to the next Annual 
Conference. 

When any Travelling Elder or Deacon is 
deprived of his credentials, by expuMon or 
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Otherwise, they shall be filed with the papers 
of the Annual Conference of which he was 
a member; and should he at any future 
time give satisfactory evidence to said Con- 
ference of his amendment, and procure a 
certificate of the Qujuierly Conference of 
the circuit or station where he resides, or of 
an Annual Conference who may have ad- 
mitted him on trial, recommending to the 
Annual Conference of whkh he was a 
member formerly the restoration of his cre- 
dentials, the said Conference may restore 
them^ 

SECTION III. 
Of the Trial of Local Preachers, 

Quest. 1. What shall be done when a lo- 
cal Elder, Deacon, or preacher, is reported 
to be guilty of some crime expressly forbid- 
den in tibe word of God, sufiicient to exclude 
a person from the kingdom of grace and 
glory? 

Answ. 1. The preacher bavins charge 
shall call a committee, consisting of three or 
more local preachers, before whom it shall 
be the duty of the accused to appear, and 
by whom he shall be acquitted, or, if found 
eailty, suspended until the next Quarterly 
Conierence. And the preacher in charge 
shall cause exact minutes of the charges, tes- 
timony, and examination, tc^ether with the 
decision of the committee, to be laid before 
the Quarterly Conference, where it shall be 
the duty of the accused to appear. If the 
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cused refuse or neglect to appear be£>re 
^d committee, he may be tried in his ab- 
sence. 

And the President shall, at the commence- 
ment of the trial, appoint a Secretary, who 
shall take down regular minutes of the evi- 
dence of the trial; which minutes, when 
read and approved, shall be signed by the 
President, and also by the members of the 
Conference who are present, or a majority 
of them. And in case of condemnation, the 
local preacher, Deacon, or Elder, shall be al- 
lowed to appeal to the next Annual Coirfer- 
ence, provided that he signify to the said 
Quarterly Conference his determination to 
appeal; in which case the said President 
shall lay the minutes of the trial above men^ 
tioned before the said Annual Conference, 
at which the local preacher. Deacon, or El- 
der, so appealing, mav appear : and the said 
Annual Conference snail judge, and finally 
determine, from the minutes of the said 
trial, so laid before them. 

2. When a local Elder, or Deacon, shall b^ 
expelled, the Presiding Elder shall require 
of him the credentials of his ordination, to be 
filed with the papers of the Annual Confer- 
ence within the lunits of which the expulsion 
has taken place. And should he, at any 
future time, produce to the Annual Con- 
ference a certificate of his restoration, 
signed by the President, and countersigned 
by the Secretary, of the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, his credentials may be restored to 
him. 
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Qticst. 2. What sliall be done in cases of 
improper tempers, words, or actions ? 

Answ. The person so offending shall be 
reprehended by the preacher having charge. 
Should a second transgression take place, 
one, two, or three faithful friends, are to be 
taken as witnesses. If he. be not then 
cured, he shall be tried at the next Quar- 
terly Conference, and if found guilty and 
impenitent, he shall be expelled from the 
Church. 

Quest. 3. What shall be done when a lo- 
cal Elder, Deacon, or preacher, fails in busi- 
ness, or contracts debts which he is not able 
to pay? 

Ansto. Let the preacher in charge ap- 
point three judicious members of the Church 
to inspect the accounts, contracts, and cir- 
cumstances, of the supposed delinquent; 
and if in their opinion he has behaved dis- 
honestly', or contracted debts without the 
probability of paying, let the case be dis- 
posed of accordmg to the answer to question 
one of this section. 

SECTION IV. 

Of bringing to Trial, finding gtilty^ and re- 
proving, suspending, or excluding Disor^ 
derly Persons from Society and Church 
Privileges, and of Insolvencies, and the 
settlement of Disputes, 

Quest. 1. How shall an accused member 
be brought to trial ? 

Ansto. 1. Before the society of which he 
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ember, or a select number of them, in 
esence of the preacher in charge, who 
snau preside in the trial, and cause exact 
minutes of the evidence and proceedings in 
the case to be taken. If the accused person 
be found guilty by the decision of a majority 
of the members before whom he is brought 
to trial, and the crime be such as is express- 
ly forbidden by the word of God, sufficient 
to exclude a person from the kingdom of 
grace and glory, let the minister or preacher 
who has the charge of the circuit expel him. 
If the accused person evade a trial, by ab- 
senting himself, after sufficient notice given 
him, and the circumstances of the accusation 
afford strong presumption of guilt, let him 
be esteemed as guilty, and be accordingly 
excluded. Witnesses from without shall not 
be rejected. 

2. But in cases of ne^jlect of duties of anv 
kind, imprudent conduct, indulging sinful 
tempers, or words, the buying, selling, or 
using, intoxicating liquors as a beverage, or 
disobedience to the order and discipline of 
the Church : (see part i, ch. v, § 3, quest. 3, 
page 83 :) First, let private reproof be 
given by a preacher or leader ; and if there 
be an acknowledgment of the fault, and 
proper humiliation, the person may be borne 
with. On a second offence, the preacher 
or leader may take one or two faithful 
friends. On a third offence, let the case be 
brought before the society, or a select num- 
ber ; and if there be no sign of real humilia- 
tion, the offender must be cut off. 
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3. If a member of our Church shall be 
clearly convicted of endeavouring to sow 
dissensions in any of our societies, by in- 
veighing against either our doctrines or dis- 
cipfine, such person so offending shall be 
first reproved by the senior minister or 
preacher of his circuit, and if he persist in 
such pernicious practices, he shaft be ex- 
pelled from the Church. 

4. Nevertheless, irin any of the above- 
mentioned cases the minister or preacher 
differ in judgment from the majority of the 
society, or the select number, concerning 
the innocence or guilt of the accused per- 
son, the trial, in such case, may be referred 
by the minister or preacher to the ensuing 
Quarterly Conference, which shall have 
authority to order a new trial. 

6. If there be a murmur or complaint 
from any excluded person, in any of the 
above-mentioned instances, that justice has 
not been done, he shall be allowed an ap- 
peal to the next Quarterly Conference: 
except such as absent themselves from trial, 
af^er sufficient notice is given them ; and 
the preacher in charge shall present exact 
minutes of the evidence and proceedings of 
the trial to the Quarterly Conference, from 
which minutes the case shall finally be de- 
termined. 

Afler such forms of trial and expulsion, 
such person shall have no privileges of so- 
ciety or of sacraments in our Church, with- 
out contrition, confession, and satisfactory 
reformation. 
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Quest. 2. How shall disputes between 
members of our Church concermn^ the pay- 
ment of debts or otherwise be settled ? 

Answ. 1. On any dilute between two or 
more of the members of our Church, coo- 
* ceming the payment of debts, or otherwise, 
which cannot be settled by the parties con- 
cerned, the preacher who has the charge of 
. the circuit shall inquire into the circnm- 
stances of the case ; and shall recommend to 
the contending parties a reference, consist- 
ing of one arbiter chosen by the plaintiff^ 
and another chosen by the defendant ;^ whicb 
two arbiters so chosen shall nominate the 
third ; the three arbiters being members of 
our Church. 

But if one of these parties be dissatisfied 
with the judgment given, such party may 
apply to the ensuing Quarterly Ccmference 
of the circuit, for allowance to have a second 
arbitration appointed ; and if the Quarteriy 
Conference see sufficient reason, they shau 
grant a second arbitration, in which case 
each party shall choose two arbiters, and 
the four arbiters shall choose a fifth, the 
judgment of the majority of whom ^11 be 
final: and any person refusing to abide 
by such judgment shall be excluded the 
Church. 

And if any member of our Church shall 
refuse, in cases of debt or other disputes, to 
••efer the matter to arbitration, when recom- 
mended by him who has the charge of the 
circuit, or shall enter into a lawsuit with 
another member before these measures are

taken, he ehaU be expelled, unless the case 
be of such a nature as to require and justify 
a process at law. 

2. Whenever a eomi^nt is made against 
any member of our Church for non-payment 
of debt; when the accounts are adjusted, 
and the simount ascertained, the preacher 
having the charge shall call the debtor be- 
fore a committee of at least three, to show 
cause why^ he does not make payment. 
The committee shall determine what further 
time shall be granted him for payment, and 
what security, if any, shall oe given for 
payment; and in case the debtor refuses to 
comply, he shall be expelled ; but in such 
case he may appeal to the Quarterly Con- 
ference, and tneir decision shall be final. 
And in case the creditor complains that 
justice is not done him, he may lay his 
grievance before the Quarterly Conference, 
and their decision shall be final ; and if the 
creditor refuse to comply, he shall be ex- 
pelled. 

Quest 3. What shall be done in case of 
Insolvency on the part of any of our mem- 
bers? 

Answ, 1. The preachers who have the 
oversight of circuits are required to execute 
all our rules fully and strenuously against 
all frauds, and particularly against dishonest 
insolvencies: suffering none to remain in 
our Church on any account who are found 
guilty of any fraud. 

2. To prevent scandal, when any of our 
members fail in business, or contract debts 
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which they are not able to pay, let two or 
three judicious members of the Church in- 
spect the accounts, contracts, and circum- 
stances of the case of the supposed delin- 
quent ; and if he have behaved dishonestly, 
or borrowed money without a probability 
of paying, let him be expelled.

General Directions. 

1. Let every adult person, and the pa- 
rents of every child to be baptized, have 
the choice either of immersion, sprinkling, 
or pouring. 

2. We will on no account whatever make 
a charge for administering baptism, or for 
burying the dead.

The Ministration of Baptism to Infants.

Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin, (and that which 
is born of the flesh is flesh, and they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God, but live in 
sin, committing many actual transgressions :) 
and that our Saviour Christ siiith, None can 
enter into the kingdom of God, except he 
be regenerate and bom anew of water and 
of the Holy Ghost: I beseech you to call 
upon God the Father, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that of his bounteous goodness 
he will grant to these persons that which by 
nature they cannot have ; that ihey may be 
baptized with water and the Holy Ghost, 
and received into Chrisfs holy Church, and 
be made lively members of the same. 

TTien shall the minister $ay^ 

Almighty and immortal Grod, the aid of 
all that need, the helper of all that flee to 
thee for succor, the fife of them that be- 
lieve, and the resurrection of the dead : we 
call upon thee for these persons ; that they^ 
coming to thy holy baptism, may receive 
remission of their sins, by spiritual regene- 
ration. Receive them, O Lord, as thou hast 
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part, promise, in the presence of this wh >1e 
congregation, that you will renounce the 
devil and all his works, and constantly be- 
lieve God's holy word, and obediently keep 
his commandments.

Grant that they may have power and 
strength to have victory, and triumph 
f^inst the devil, the world, and the flesh. 
Amen. 

Grant that they being here dedicated to 
thee by our office and ministry, may also 
be endued with heavenly virtues, and ever- 
lastingly rewarded, through thy mercy, O 
blessed liord God, who dost live and govern 
all things, world without end. Aw£n. 

Almighty, ever-living God, whose most 
diiarly-beloved Son Jesus Christ, for the for-

Take heed, therefore, unto yourselves, and 
to all the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the 
Church of Grod which he hath purchased 
with his own blood. For I know this, thai 
after my departing shall grievous wolves 
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enter in among yom, not sparing the flock. 
Also of your own selves shall men arise, 
speaking perverse thinss, to draw away dis- 
ciples after them. Therefore watch, and 
remember that by the space of three years, 
I ceased not to warn every one night and 
day with tears. And now, brethren, I com- 
mend you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to bmld you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified. I have coveted no 
man*s silver, or gold, or apparel : yea, pre 
yourselves know 3iat these nands have min- 
istered unto my necessities, and to them 
that were with me. I have showed you all 
things, how that so laboring ye ought to 
support the weak; and to remember the 
woras of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.

Let 
us, therefore, foUowipg the example of our 
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Sayiour Christ, and his apostles, first fall to 
prayer before we admit, and send forth this 
person presented to us, to the work where- 
unto we trust the Holy Ghost hath called 
him. 

Then shaU b* taid thtM ^ayer foUowing :— 

Almighty God, Giver of all good things, 
who by thy Holy Spirit hast appointed divers 
orders of ministers in thy Church : merci- 
fully behold this thy servant now called to 
the work and ministry of a bishop, and re- 
plenish him so with the truth of thy doctrine, 
and adorn him with innocency of life, that 
both by word and deed he may fadthfully 
serve thee in this office, to the glory of thy 
name, and the edifying and weU governing 
of thy Ch|irch, through the merits of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who liveth and reign- 
eth with thee, and the Holy Ghost, world 
without end. Amen,

Dearly beloved, we are gathered together 
here in the sight of God, and in the presence 
of these witnesses, to j(nn together this man 
and this woman in holy matrimony : which 
is an honorable estate, instituted of God in 
the time of man's innocency, signifying unto 
us the mystical union that is between Christ 
and his Church; which holy estate Christ 
adorned and beautified with his presence, 
and first miracle that he wrought in Caoa 
of Galilee, and is commended of St Paul to 
be honorable among all men ; and therefore 
is not by any to be enterprised, or taken in 
hand unadvisedly, but reverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, and in the fear of God. 

Into which holy estate these two persons 
present come now to be joined. The^fore, 
if any can show any just cause why they may 
not lawfully be joined together, let him now 
speak, or else hereafler for ever hold his 
peace. 

And also speaking unto the nersons that are to be mar 
ried, he snail say, 

I require and charge you both ^ you 
will answer at the dreadfiil day of judg' 
ment, when the secrets of all hearts shall be 
disclosed) that if either of you know any 
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impediment why you may not be lawfully 
jmned together in matrimonj-, you do now 
confess it : for be ye well assured, that so 
many as are coupled together otherwise 
than God's woM doth allow, are not joined 
together by God, neither k their matnmony 
lawM.

CHAPTER I. 

OF THE BOUNDARIES OF THE AHflHTJAL 
CONFERENCES. 

1. The New- York Conference shall 
consist of the territorv now included in 
the New- York, Poughkeepsie, Newburgh, 
Prattsville, Monticello, and Rhinebeck Dis- 
tricts, including East Chatham. 

2. The New- York East Conference 
shall consist of the East New- York, the 
New-Haven, the Hartford, and the Long 
Island Districts, including in the city of 
New-York all those charges lying east of a 
line running through the Third Avenue, 
Bawery, Chatham-street, and Broadway. 

8. The Providence Conference shall 
include that part of the State of Connecti- 
cut lying east of the Connecticut River, all 
the State of Rhode Island, with Millville 
and Blackstone Stations in Massachusetts, 
and 1^80 that part of the State of Massa- 
chusetts lying southeastof a line drawn from 
the northeast corner of the State of Rhode 
Island to the mouth of Neponset River, 
which line shall so run as to leave Walpole

Station and Quincy Point within the bouiidB 
of the New-England Conference. * 

4. The Nkw-Enoland Conference 
diall include all the State of Massachusetts 
lying east of the Green Mountains, not em- 
braced in the New-Hampshire and Provi- 
dence Conferences* 

5. The Maine Conference shall in- 
clude that part of the State of Maine lying 
west of the Kennebeck Biyer, from its 
mouth to the Great Bend below Skowheean, 
and of a line running from thence north to 
the State line, (including Skowhesan and 
Augusta Stations in Maine Conference,) 
and that part of New-Hampshire lying east 
of the Wnite HiUs, and north of the waters 
of the Ossipee Lake. 

6. The East Maine Conference 
shall include that part of the State of Maine 
not included in the Maine Conference. 

7. The New-Hampshire Conference 
shall include all the State of New-Hamp- 
diire not embraced in the Maine Confer- 
ence, that part of the State of Massachusetts 
northeast of the Merrimac Hiver, and also 
tiiat part of the State of Vermont lying east 
of the top of the Green Mountains : PrO' 
vided, that at the next sessions of the Ver- 
mont and New-£Uffiapshire Conferences, the 
member of the same, or a maiority of them, 
shall agree to the reunion of tne two; other- 
wise, the Vermont Conference shall include, 
as now, that part of the State of Vermont 
lying east of the top of the Green Mountains. 

8. Thb Trot Conference shall in^ 
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dude the Trojr, Albany, (embracing Rich- 
mond ville Station,) Saratoga, Poultnejr, Bur- 
lington, Flattfiburgh, and St Albans Districts. 

9. The Black River Conferekcb 
shall include, together with Rose Circuit, 
that part of the State of New- York west of 
the Troy Conference, not embraced in the 
East Genesee Conference, as far south as 
the Erie Canal, and all the Societies on the 
immediate banks of the Canal, except Utica, 
Canestota, Montezuma, and Port Byron. 

10. The Oneida Conference shall in- 
clude that part of the State of New- York 
south of the Black River Conference and 
east of Cayuga Lake, and north of a line 
running east from Newfield to Ithaca ; from 
thence following the Catskill turnpike to 
Greene, and from thence following the same 
line of road through Mason ville to the New- 
York Conference, including all the char^ 
through which said line passes, excepting 
Lisle and Whitney's Point Charge; from 
thence, on the west line of the Troy Confer- 
ence, to the Erie Canal, including Fort Plain. 

11. The Wyoming Conference shaU 
include that part of the State of New-Ywk 
not included in the Oneida, East Genesee, 
and New-York Conferences, including Lisle 
and Whitney's Point Charge ; together with 
that part of Pennsylvania bounded on the 
west Dy the East Genesee, south by the Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, and Newark Confer- 
ences, and east oy the Newark and New- 
York Conferences. 

12. The East Genesee Conference 
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shall contain all that part of the State of 
New- York west of the Black River, Oneida, 
and Wyoming Conferences, and east of 
Genesee River, including the whole of the 
city of Rochester, together with so much of 
ihe State of Pennsylvania as is included in 
the Elmira, Troy, and Coming Districts, ex- 
cept Laporte Circuit 

18. The Gkneske Conference shall' 
include all that part of the State of New- 
York west of the East Genesee Conferenccj 
except 80 much as is included in the Erie 
Annual Conference ; and also so much of 
the State of Pennsylvania as is embraced in 
Olean District 

14. The Erie Conference shatt be 
bounded on the north b^ Lake Erie ; on the 
east by a line commencmg at the mouth of 
Cattaraugus Creek; thenee up said creek 
to the village of Gowanda, leaving said viU 
lage in the Genesee Conference ;' thence to 
the Alleghany River, at the mouth of the 
Tunungwant Creek; thence up said creek 
eastward to the ridge dividing -between the 
waters of Clarion and Sinnamahonlng 
Creeks; thence south to the head of Ma^ 
honing Creek; thence down said creek, 
exclusive of the Milton Society, but includ- 
ing Putneyville in the Bethleham Circuit, 
to the Alleghany River ; thence across said 
river in a norwiwesterly direction, to the 
Western Reserve* line, including the north 
part of Butler and Newcastle Circuits, and 
also including Petersburgh ; thence west to 
the Ohio Canal ; thence along said canal to

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Lake Erie, inclndiiig Akron, and all ci 
Cleveland lying east of the Cuyahoga River. 

15. Thb Pittsburg Cokference shall 
be bounded on the north by the Erie Con- 
ference ; on the east by a line running along 
the tops of the Alleghany Mountains to the 
southern line of the State of Pennsylvania; 
thence west along the line of the Western 
Virginia Conference to the Ohio River; 
thence down said river to the mouth of the 
Muskingum River; thence up said river, 
exclusive of the towns of Marietta and 
2anesviUe, to the Tuscarawas River ; thence 
up said river, including the town of Massil- 
lon, to the line of the Erie Conference. 

16. The Western Virginia Confer- 
ENCK shall be bounded as follows: Begin* 
ning at the southwest comer of the Pennsyl- 
vania line; then€e along said line to the 
northeast comer of Ohio county, Virginia, 
so as to include Wheeling Creek Mission 
and Triadelphia Circuits; thence the most 
direct way to Short Creek, so as to include 
the Short Creek and Liberty Circuits; 
thence down said creek to the Ohio River; 
thence down said river to the mouth of Big 
Sandy River; thence up ihe Big Sandy 
River, so as to include the Guyandotte 
District; on the south and east it shall be 
bounded by the Baltimore Conference to 
the Pennsylvania State line; thence west- 
ward by said line to the place of beginnii^. 

17. The Ohio Conference shall com^ 
mence at the southeast corner of the North

beginning. 

19. The Kentucky Conference shafl 
include the State of Kentucky, exceptiiig fl6 
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much of said state as is included in the 
Western Virginia Conference. 

20. The NoitTH Ohio Conferenck 
^all be bounded on the north by the north 
Kne of the State of Ohio, east by the Erie 
and Pittsburgh Conferences, on the south 
by the Ohio Conference, and on the west 
by the Delaware Conference. 

21. The Delaware Conferekge shall 
be bounded by a line commencing at the 
northwest comer of the State of Ohio; 
thence east by the north line of the state to 
a point north of the mouth of Sandusky 
Biver ; thence south to the mouth of SaiH 
dusky River, excluding Port Clinton Circuit; 
thence up said Sandusky River to Upper 
Sandusky, excluding TifHn city, and includ* 
ing Fremont and Upper Sandusky ; thence 
along the Ohio and Indiana Railroad to 
Crestline, including Bucyrus Station and 
Crestline ; thence along the Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, and Cincinnati Railroad to the north 
line of the Ohio Conference, including 
Cardington village, Waldo, and Westfiel^ 
and Gsdena Circuits ; thence west along the 
north line of the Ohio and Cinciunati Con- 
ferences to the west line of the state ; thence 
north along the west line of the state to the 
place of be^nning. 

22. The Michigan Conference shaU 
include all that part of the State of Michigan 
lying west of the principal meridian lines; 
and the Indian Missions, in the lower pen- 
insula, shall be connected with Michigao 
Conference. 
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23. The Detroit Conference shaU 
include all tliat part of the State of Michi- 
gaa lying east of the principal meridian line, 
and the upper peninsula shall be connected 
with the Detroit Conference. 

24. The Indiana Conference shall 
be bounded as follows, namely : Beginning 
at the mouth of Silver Creek on the Ohio 
Biver; thence with said creek to the Jeffep- 
eonville Railroad ; thence by said railroad to 
Bockford ; thence by the east fork of White 
Riyer to Columbus ; thence by the Madison 
and Indianapolis Railroad to Franklin; 
thence b^ the plank road to the Bluffs of 
White River ; thence north by said river to 
the Donation line of Indianapolis; thence 
east by said line to Meridian-street ; thence 
north by said street to its intersection with 
Market-street; thence west by Market-street 
to the Donation line ; thence south by said 
Donation line to the National Road ; thence 
by the National Road west to the Green- 
castle State Road, one and a half miles west 
of Stilesville ; thence with said State Road 
to the town plat of Greencastle ; thence due 
south to Seminary-street, including the sec- 
ond charge in Greencastle, together with 
lot No. 153; thence due south to the south- 
^n border of the college grounds, upon a 
Hue equally dividing the college campus and 
building; thence due west to the Walnut 
Fork of Eel River ; thence down said river 
to its intersection with the National Road ; 
thence with said road to the western line of 
the state, including all the towns on the Nil- 
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tional Road west of Indianapolis in Indiana 
Conference, except Terre Hante ; thence by 
the state line to the mouth of the Wabadk 
Kiver ; thence by the state fine to the mouth 
of Silver Creek, the place of beginning. 

26. The Northwestern Indiana 
Conference shall embrace all of North- 
•western Indiana, bounded north by the State 
and Lake of Michigan, east by the Michi^n 
Road and St. Joseph River, south by In- 
diana Conference, and west by the State of 
Illinois ; also the city of Terre Haute, with 
so much of the city of Indianapolis within 
the Donation as lies north of Market-street 
and west of MeHdian-street, with all towns 
on the IMichigan Road, except Logansport 

26. The North Indiana Conference 
shall include all of Northeastern Indiana, 
bounded north by Michigan, east by Ohio, 
including Union City, south by the Nationid 
Road, and west by the Michigan Road as 
far north as South Bend; thence down 
St. Joseph River to the Michigan State line; 
also the town of Logansport, all towns on 
the National Road east of Indianapolis; and 
so much of the city of Indianapolis within 
the Donation as lies north of Market-street 
and east of Meridian-street. 

27. The Southeastern Indiana Con- 
ference shall include all of Southeastern 
Indiana, bounded north by the National 
Road, east by Ohio, sonth by the Ohio 
River, and west by the Indiana Conference; 
so much of the city of Indianapolis within 
^he Donation as lies south of Market-street 
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tind east of Meridian-etreet, and all the towns 
and societies on the line between Indiana 
and Southeastern Indiana Conferences. 

28. The Rock River Conference 
shall embrace all the north part of the State 
of Illinois north of the north Kne of the 
Peoria Conference, so as to include the city 
of Peru, and excepting that portion of Spring 
Grove Circuit lying in the State of Illinois. 

29. The Peoria Conference shall 
embrace all that part of the State of Illinois 
north of the north line of the Illinois Con- 
ference, and south of the following line, 
tiamely : Beginning on the Mississippi River 
at Rock Island ; thence with the Rock Island 
and Chicago Railroad to Lasell; thence 
with the Illinois River lo the mouth of the 
Kankakee River ; thence with the E^nkakee 
River to the Indiana State line, so as to 
embrace Rock Island City, Moline and Port 
Byix}n Circuits, and Lasell Station. 

80. The Wisconsin Conference shall 
include all that portion of the State of Wis- 
consin which is not included in the Minnesota 
and West Wisconsin Conferences. 

81. The West Wisconsin Confer- 
ence shall include that part of the StaJto of 
Wisconsin which lies south and east of the 
Minnesota Conference, and west of a line 
be^ning on the south line of the State of 

^Illinois at the southeast comer of Green 
county, and running north on the Range 
line of the north line of Town Twenty, (20 ;) 
thence west on the north line of Town 
Twenty to the fourth principal meridian;

and thence north on said mendian to the 
Kne of Minnesota Conference, with the ad: 
dition of that portion of Spring Grove Cir- 
enit which lies within the State of Illinois. 

82. The Minnesota Conference shaJA 
include the Minnesota Territory, and that 
part of the State of Wisconsin which liei 
north and west of a line beginning at the 
mouth of Black River, and running up said 
river to the mouth of Beaver Creek, up said 
creek to its source : thence by the dividing 
ridge between the waters of Black and 
Trempellan Rivers to the line between 
Towns Twenty-three and Twenty-four; 
thence east along said line to the fourth 
principal meridian ; and thence north on said 
meridian line to Lake Superior. 

33. The Iowa Conference shall em- 
brace all that part of the State of Iowa lying 
south of a line commencing at Davenport, 
on the Mississippi River, and running on the 
line of railway to Iowa city ; thence up the 
Iowa Ri^ier to the corner of Iowa, Benton^ 
Tauca, and Poweshiek counties; thence due 
west to the Missouri River, leaving Daven- 
port and Iowa city in the Upper Iowa Con- 
ference, and the intermediate towns on the 
line in the Iowa Conference. 

84. The Upper Iowa Confersnob 
shall embrace all that part of the State of 
Iowa not embraced in the Iowa Confer* 
ence. 

85. The Kansas and Nebraska Con- 
ference shall embrace the Kansas and 
Nebraska Territories, and also that part of 
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liie teniixmes of New-Mexico and Utah 
lying east of the Rocky Mountains. 

36. The Illu^ois Conference sbaU 
indude that part of Illinois not included in 
tbe Soutbeim Illinois Conference, south of 
the following line, namely: Beginning at 
Warsaw on the Mississippi River; thence 
to Vermont ; thence to tne mouth of Spoon 
Rirer ; thence up t^e Illinois River to the 
Borthwest comer of Mason County ; thence 
to the northeastcomer of said county ; thence 
to the junction of the Central, and Alton, 
and Chicago Railroad, leaving Mackinaw 
Circuit in the Peoria Conference; thence 
to the southwest comer of Iroquois County; 
thence east to the Indiana State line. 

87. The Southern Illinois Confbr- 
BKCE shall include all that part of the State 
of Illinois south of the following line : Be- 
^nning at Gilead on the Mississippi River 
m Calhoun County ; thence to the north- 
west corner of Jersey County ; thence to 
the northeast corner of smd county ; thence 
to Honey Point; thence to Hillsborough, 
leaving Hillsborough Station in tbe Illinois 
Conference; thence east through Fayette 
and Effingham Counties to the northwest 
comer of Jasper County ; thence with the 
north line of Jasper and Crawford Counties 
to the Wabash Kiver. 

88. The Missouri Conference shall 
include the State of Missouri, except that 
part lyin^ south of the Osago River, and 
west of Miller, Pulaski, and Ashley Counties. 

89. The Ajikansas Conference shall 
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inclnde the States of Arkansas and Texas, 
and so niuch of the State of Missouri as is 
not included in the Missouri Conference. 

40. The Baltimore Conference shail 
include all that part of Virginia not embraced 
in the Western Virginia, Pittsburgh, and 
Philadelphia Conferences, and which is 
bounded by a line commencing at the moudi 
of the Rappahannock River, running with 
said river to the head waters thereof, (ix*- 
eluding Fredericksburg ;) thence by the 
BUie Ridge to Neiy River, taking in Floyd 
Circuit ; thence by New River to the bound- 
ary of the Western Virginia Conference, 
and the western shore of Maryland, except 
a small portion included in the Western 
Virginia Conference, and that part of Penn- 
sylvania lying east of the Alleghany Mount- 
ains, and west of the Susquehanna River, 
including Huntington and Northumberland 
Districts. 

41. The Philadelphia Conference 
shall include the eastern shore of Maryland 
and Virginia, the State of Delaware, and all 
that part of Pennsylvania lying between the 
Susquehanna and Delaware Rivers, except 
so much as is included in Baltimore, WjO" 
ming, and Newark Conferences, including 
Na^esville, in Philadelphia Conference. 

42. The New-Jersey Conference 
shatt include that part of the State of New- 
Jersey lying souui of the following line, 
namely: Beginning with Raritan Bay, and 
nlnning up said bay and river to New- 
Brunswick ; thence stlong the turnpike road 
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in a direct line to Lambertville on tbe Del- 
aware Elver, Including the city of New« 
Brunswick and Lambertville Station. 

48. The Newark Conferenck shall 
include all that part of the State of New- 
Jersey not included in the New-Jersey Con- 
ference, Staten Island, and so much of the 
States of New- York and Pennsylvania as is 
ftow included in the Paterson and Newton 
Districts. 

44. The Oregon Conference shall 
embrace the Territories of Oregon and 
Washii^on. 

45. The California Conference 
shall embrace the State of California, the 
Sandwich Islands, and so much of the Ter- 
ritories of New-Mexico and Utah as lies 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 

46. The Liberia Conference. — 
There shall be an Annual Conference on 
the western coast of Africa, to be denon^ 
inated the Liberia Mission Annual Confer^ 
tnce, possessing all the rights, powers, and 
privileges of other Annual Conferences, ex-, 
cept tluit of sending delegates to the General 
Conference, and of drawing its annual divi- 
dend from the avails of the Book Concern 
and of the Charter Fund. 

47. The German Conference. — 
There shall be an Annual Conference in 
Grermany, to be denominated The German 
Mission Annual Conference^ embracing also 
the missions in France and' Switzerland 
where the German language is spoken; 
iHuch Conference shall possess all the rights, 
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powers, and privileges of other Annual Ooi^ 
Krences, except that of sending delegates to 
the General Conference, and of drawing ita 
Annual dividends from the avails of the 
Book Concern and of the Charter Fund. 



GERMAN WORK. 

1. The Cincinnati and Ohio Districts are 
connected with the Cincinnati Conference. 

2. The North Ohio and Michigan Dis- 
tricts are connected with Hie North Ohio 
Conference. 

3. The German work now connected 
with the Southeastern Indiana Conference 
shall remain connected with that Confer- 
ence. 

4. All the German Missions north of the 
fi)rtyH9econd paiallel of latitude, in the State 
of Iowa, with Galena Station, and Freepoit 
Mission in Illinois; also all the western 
part of the State of Wisconsin not now in- 
cluded in the Wisconsin German District, 
with Minnesota, shall belong to the Uppec 
Iowa Conference. 

5. The Wisconsin and Chicago Gennan 
Districts as they now are, with the excep- 
tion of Freeport Mission ; also all the Ger- 
man Missions in Iowa south of the forty- 
second parallel of latitude, including Bur- 
lington Station, and Farmington, and Des- 
moines Missions, from Quincy District^ Uli* 
nois Conference, shall belong to the Hock 
River Conference. 

6. The Missouri and Quincy Districts, 
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exoept so mncb as lies' hi Iowa, and so 
much of ,Bellviile District as lies in the 
bounds of the Illinois Conference^ shall be- 
bng to the Illinois Conference. 

7. The St. Louis District and so much of 
the BelleTille District as is in the South* 
em Illinois Conference, ^all belong to the 
Southern Illinois Conference. 

8. The German Missions in the East shall 
remain in connection with the New-York 
Conference. 

9. The German Missions in California 
are to belong to the California Conferenoe. 



CHAPTER n. 

or CHURCHES AND CHURCH PROPERTY. 

SECTION I. 

Of building Churches^ and the Order to he 

observed therein. 

Quest, 1. Is anjrthing advisable in regard 
to building churches ? 

Answ. 1. Let all our churches be built 
plain and decent, and with free seats wher* 
ever practicable; but not more expensive 
than IS absolutely unavoidable — otherwise 
the necessity of raising money will make 
rich men necessary to us. But if so, we 
must be dependent on them, yea, and gov- 
erned by them. And then farewell to 
Methodist discipline, if not doctrine too. 

2. In order more effectually to prevent 
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our people fh)m 'contractkig debts which 
they are not able to discharge, it shall be the 
duty of the Quarterly Conference, of every 
circuit and station, where it is contemplated 
to build a house or houses of worship, to 
secure the ground or lot on which such 
house or houses are to be built, according 
to our deed of settlement, which deed must 
be legally executed ; and also said Quarterly 
Conference shall appoint a judicious com- 
mittee of at least three members of our 
Church, who shall form au estimate of the 
amount necessary to build ; and three-fourths 
of the money, according to such estimate, 
shall be secured or subscribed before any 
such building shall be commenced. 

In all cases . where debts for building 
houses of worship have been, or may be, in- 
curred contrary to, or in disregard of, the 
above recommendation, our members and 
friends are requested to discountenance, by 
declining pecuniary aid to all agents who 
shall travel abroad beyond their own cir- 
cuits or districts for the collection of funds 
for the discharge of such debts : except in 
such peculiar cases as may be approved 
by an Annual Conference, or such agents 
as may be appointed by their authority. 

3. In future we will admit no cliarter, 
deed, or conveyance, for any house of wor- 
ship to be used by us, unless it be provided 
in such charter, deed, or conveyance, that 
the trustees of said house shall at all times 
permit such ministers and preachers belong- 
ing to the Methodist Episcopal Church as 
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jdudl ^m time to time be duly authorized 
hy the General Conference of the ministers 
e£ our Church, or by the Annual Confi^r- 
ences, to preach and expound Grod's holy 
word, and to execute the discipline of the 
C^iurch, and to administer the sacraments 
(iierein, according to the true meaning and 
purport of our deed a£ settlement 

SECTION II. 
• Of the Form of a Deed of Settlement* 

Quest. What shall be done for the securi- 
ty of our preaching-houses, and the premises 
belonging thereto ? 

Answ. Let the following plan of a deed of 
settlement be brought into effect in all pos- 
sible cases, and as far as the laws of the 
States respectively will admit of it. But 
each Annual Conference is authorized to 
make such modification in the deeds as they 
may find the different usages and customs 
of law require in the different States and 
Territories, so as to secure the premises firmly 
by deed, and permanently to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, according to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the following form of a 
deed of settlement: anything in the said 
form to the contrary notwithstanding.

Church, or by the Annual Conferences au-

SECTION III. 
Of Trustees, 

1. Let nine trustees be appointed for 
holding Church property, where proper per- 
sons can be procured; otherwise seven or 
five. 

2. When a new board of trustees is to be 
created, it shall be done (except in those 
States and Territories where the statutes 
provide differently^ by the appointment of 
the preacher in cnarge, or the Presiding 
Elder of the district. 

3. When any one or more of the trustees 
shall die, or cease to be a member or mem- 
bers of the said Church according to the 
rules of the Discipline as aforesaid, then and 
in such case it shall be the duty of the 
stationed minister or preacher (authorized 
as aforesaid) who shall have the pastoral 
charge of the members of the said Church, 
(except in those States and Territories where 
the statutes provide difi*erently,) to call a 
mectinff of the remaining trustees as soon as 
conveniently may be : and when so met, the 
said minister or preacher shall proceed to 
nominate one or more persons to fill the 
place or places of him or them whose oflice 
[or offices] has [or have] been vacated as 
aforesaid. Provided^ the person or persons 
so nominated shall have been one year a 
member or members of the said Church im- 
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mediatel}r preceding such nominalaon, and 
be at least twenty-one years of age ; and the 
said triisteesi so assembled, shall proceed to 
elect, and by a majority of votes appoint, the 
person or persons so nominated to fill such 
vacancy or vacancies, in order to keep up 
the number of nine trustees forever; and 
in case of an equal number of votes for and 
against the said nomination, the stationed 
minister or preacher shall have the casting 
vote. 

Provided nevertheless, That if the said 
trustees, or any of them, or their successors, 
have advanced, or shall advance, any sum 
or sums of money, or are or shall be respon- 
sible for any sum or sums of money, on ac- 
count of the said premises, and they, tlie said 
trustees, or their successors, be obliged to 
pay the said sums of money, they, or a ma- 
jority of them, shall be authorized to raise 
the said sum or sums of money by a mort- 
gage on the said premises, or by selling the 
said premises, after notice given to the pas- 
tor or preacher who has the oversight of the 
congregation attending divine service on the 
said premises, if the money due be not paid 
to the said trustees, or their successors, with- 
in one year after such notice given ; and if 
sucli sale take place, the said trustees, or 
their successors, after paying the debt and 
other expenses which are due from the 
mpney arising from such sale, shall deposit 
the remainder of the money produced by 
the said sale in the hands of the Steward or 
Stewaixis of the society belonging to or at- 
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tending divine service on said premises: 
which surplus of the produce of such sale, so 
deposited in the hands of the said Steward 
or Stewards, shall be at the disposal of the 
Quarterly Conference; which said Quar- 
terly Conference shall dispose of the said 
money, according to the best of their judg- 
ment, for the use of the said society. 

4. No person shall be eligible as a trustee 
to any of our houses, churches, or schools, 
who is not a regular member of our Clmrch. 

5. No person who is a trustee shall be 
^ected while he is in joint security for 
money, unless such relief be given hiui as is 
demanded, or the creditor will accept. 

6. The Board of Trustees of every cir- 
cuit or station shall be responsible to the 
Quaa^rly Conference of said circuit or 
station, and shall be required to present a 
report of its acts during the preceding year. 



CHAPTER m. 

' OF SUPPORT AND SUPPLIES. 

SECTION I. 

Of the Support of Bishops. 

Quest, What shall be allowed for the sup- 
port of a Bishop, and how shall it be raised ? 
Answ. 1. The annual allowance of a mar- 
ried Bishop shall be two hundred dollars, 
and his travelling expenses. The annual 
allowance of an unmarried Bishop shall be 
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one hundred dollars, and his travelling ex- 
penses. 

2. Each child of a Bishop shall be allowed 
sixteen dollars annually to the age of seven 
years, and twenty-four dollars annually from 
the age of seven to fourteen years. 

3. The widows and orphans of deceased 
Bishops shall be allowed to draw on the 
funds of the Book Concern annually for 
their Disciplinary allowance. 

4. Each Annual Conference in which a 
Bishop or Bishops may reside, shall annual- 
ly appoint a committee of three or more, 
whose duty it shall be to estimate the 
amount necessary to furnish a house, fuel, 
and table expenses, for said Bishop or 
Bishops, subject to the action of the Confer- 
ence, and they are authorized to draw on 
the funds of the Book Concern for said 
amount ; and £ilso for the amount of their 
quarterage and travelling expenses. 

SECTION n. 

Of the Allowance to the Ministers and 
Preachers, and to their Wives, Widows, 
and Children. 

1 . The annual allowance of the married 
tiavelling, supernumerary, and superannu- 
ated preachers, shall be two hundred dollars, 
and their travelling expenses. 

2. The annual allowance of the unmar- 
ried travelling, supernumerary, and super- 
annuated preachers, shall be one hundred 
dollars, and their travelling expenses. 
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8. Each child of a travelling preacher 
riiall be allowed sixteen dollars annually, to 
the age of seven years, and twenty-four 
4(^lars annually from the age of seven to 
fimrteen years; and those preachers whose 
wives are dead shall be allowed for each 
child annusdiy a sum sufficient to pay the 
board of such child 9f children during the 
above term of years : Nevertheless, this rule 
flhali not apply to the children of preachers 
whose families are provided for by other 
means in their circuits respectively. 

4. The annual allowance of the widows 
of travelling, superannuated, worn-out, and 
supernumerary preachers, and the Bishops, 
shall be one hundred dollars. 

6. The orphans of travelling, supernume- 
rary, superannuated, and worn-out preach- 
ers, and the Bishops, shall be allowed by the 
Annual Conferences, the same sums respect- 
ively which are allowed to the children of 
living preachers. And on the death of a 
preacher leaving a child or children without 
so much of worldly goods as should be 
necessary to his, her, or their support, tiie 
Annual Conference of which he was a mem- 
ber shall raise, in such manner as may be 
deemed best, a yearly sum for the subsist- 
ence and education of such orphan child or 
children, until he, she, or they, shall have 
arrived at fourteen years of ase. The 
amount of which yearly sum shall be fixed 
by a committee of the Conference at eadi 
session in advance. 

€. It shall be the duty of a committee i^ 
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pointed by the Quarterly Conference, wlio 
shall be members of our Church, to make an 
estimate of the amount necessary to fumifdi 
fuel and table expenses for the family or 
families of preachers stationed with them, 
which estimate shall be subject to the actii»i 
of the Quarterly Conference; and the 
Stewards shall provide, by such means as 
they may devise, to meet such expenses, 
in money or otherwise : provided the Stew- 
ards shall not appropriate the moneys col- 
lected for the regular quarterly aUowance 
o£ the preachers to the payment of family 
expenses. 

Quest. How shall the Presiding Elders be 
supported ? 

Arufto. 1. If there be a surplus of the 
public money in one or more circuits in his 
district, he shall receive such surplus ; pro^ 
vided he do not receive more than his an- 
nual allowance. In case of a deficiency in 
his allowance, after such surplus is paid 
him, or if there be no surplus, he shall 
share with the preachers of nis district in 
proportion with what they have respectively 
received, so that he receives no more than 
the amount of his allowance upon the 
whole : he shall be accountable to the An- 
nual Conference for what he receives as his 
allowance. 

2. Ther6 shall be annually a meeting in 
every district, of one Steward from each 
station and circuit, to be selected from among 
the Stewards by the Quarterly Conference, 
whose duty it shall be, by and with the 
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advice of the Presiding Elder, (who shall 
preside in such meeting,) to take into 'con- 
sideration the general state of the district 
in regard to temporalities, and to furnish a 
house, fuel, and table expenses, for the Pre- 
siding Elder, and to apportion his entire 
claim among the different circuits and sta- 
tions in the district according to their sev- 
eral ability. 

The more effectually to raise the amount 
necessary to meet the above-mentioned 
allowances, let there be made weekly class 
collections in all our societies where it is 
practicable : and also for the support of mis- 
sbns and missionary schools under our care. 

If the above allowances are not raised as 
provided for, the Church shall not be ac- 
countable for the deficiency, as in a case of 
debt. 

SECTION m. 

Local Preachers to have an Allowance in 
certain Cases, 

1 . Whenever a local preacher fills the place 
(^ a travelling preacher by the approbation of 
the Presiding Elder, he shall be paid for his 
time a sum proportional to the allowance of 
a travelling preacher ; which sum shall be 
paid by the circuit at the next quarterly 
meeting, if the travelling preacher whose 
place he filled up were either sick or neces- 
sarily absent : or, in other cases, out of the 
allowance of the travelling preacher. 

2. If a local preacher l^ distressed in his 
temporal circumstances, on account of his 
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service in the circuit, he may apply to tlie 
Quarteriy Conference, who may give him. 
what relief they judge proper, after tlie 
allowance of the travelling preachers and of 
their wives, and all other regular allowances, 
are discharged. 

SECTIOlSi IV. 
Of the Qualifications, Appointments, and 
Duty, of the Stevmrds of Circuits and 
Stations. 

Quest. 1. What are the qualifications ne- 
cessary for Stewards ? 

Anstc. Let them bo men of solid piety, 
who both know and love the Methodist doc- 
trine and discipline, and of good natural 
and acc[uired abilities to transact the tempo- 
ral business. 

Quest. 2. How are the Stewards to be 
appointed ? 

Answ. The preacher having the charge 
of the circuit shall have the right of nomina- 
tion; but the Quarterly Conference shall 
confirm or reject such nomination. 

Quest. 3. What are the duties of Stew- 
ards? 

Answ. To take an exact account o£ all 
the money or other provisions collected for 
the support of preachers in the circuit; to 
make an accurate return of every expendi- 
ture of money, whether to the preachers, the 
sick, or the poor; to seek the needy and 
distressed in order to relieve and coDifort 
them ; to inform the preachers of any sick 
or disorderly pejcsons ; to tell the preachers 
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the qoarteiiy meetings of their circuit; to 
give advice, if asked, in planning the cir- 
'Ouit; to attend committees for the applica- 
' tion of money to Churches ; to give counsel 
in matters <h arbitration ; provSe elements 
ibr the Lord's supper ; to write circular let- 
ters to the societies in the circuit to be mdre 
liberal if need be ; as also to let them know, 
when occasion requires, the stafe of the 
iempcNral concerns at the last quarterly 
meeting ; to register the marriages and bap- 
tisms; and to be subject to the iBishops, ti^ 
Presiding Elder of their district, and the 
Elder, Deacon, and travelling preachers of 
their circuit (See also § 5, art. 2, p. 188, 
and § 6, answ. 2, page 192.) 

Quest. 4. To wnom are die Stewards ac- 
<x>untable for the faithful performance of 
their duty ? 

Answ. To the Quarterly Conference of 
the circuit or stadon, which shall have power 
to dismiss or change them at pleasure. 

Quest. 5. What number of Stewards are 
necessary in each circuit ? 

Answ. Not less than three, nor more than 
nine, one of whom shall be the Becording 
Steward. 

SECTION V. 

Of raising Annual Supplies for the Propa' 
gation of the Gospel, making up the Allouh 
ance of the Preachers, Sfc. 

1. Every preacher who has the charge of 
a circuit shall eamesdy recommend to every 
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class or society in his circuit to radse & 
quarterly or annual collection by voluntavy 
contribution, or in such other way or man- 
ner as they may judse most expedient from 
time to time; and uie moneys so collected 
shall be lodged with the Steward or Stew- 
ards of the circuit, to be brought or sent to 
the Annual Conference, with a regular ac- 
count of the sums raised for this purpose ia 
the classes or societies respectively. 

2. Wherever there remains in the hands 
of the Stewards a surplus of the moneys 
raised for the use of the circuit preachers, 
after paying the allowance of the preachers 
in the circuit, let such surplus be brought or 
sent to the Annual Conference. 

3. Every preacher who has the charge of 
a circuit shall make a yearly collection, and, 
if expedient, a quarterly one, in every con- 
gregation where there is a probability that 
uie people will be willing to contribute; 
and the money so collected shall be lodged 
in the hands of the Steward or Stewards, 
and brought or sent to the ensuing Annual 
Conference. To this end, he may read and 
enlarge upon the following hints : — 

" How shall we send labourers into those 
parts where they are most of all wanted ? 
Many are willing to hear, but not to bear 
the expense. Nor can it as yet be expected 
of them. Stay till the word of God has 
touched their hearts, and then they will 
^dly provide for them that preach it 
I)oes it not lie upon us, in the mean time, 
to supply their lack of service ? To raise 
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mo9L&y out of which, from time to time that 
expense may be defrayed ? By this means, 
those who willin^y offer themselves may 
tmvel through every part, whether there be 
sooieties or not, and stay wherever there is 
a call, without beins burdensome to any. 
Thus may the gospel, in the life and power 
thereof, be spr^ from sea to sea. Which 
of you will not rejoice to throw in your mite 
to promote this glorious work ? 

** Besides this, in carrying on so large a 
work through the continent, there are calls 
for money in various ways, and we must 
frequently be at a considerable expense, or 
the work must be at a full stop. Many, too, 
are the occasional distresses of our preach- 
ers, or their families, which require an im- 
mediate supply, otherwise their hands would 
hang down, if they were not constrained to 
depart from the work. 

^' The money contributed will be brought 
to the ensuing Conference. 

^Men and brethren, help! Was there 
ever a call like this since you first heard the 
gospel sound ? Help to relieve your com- 
panions in the kin^om of Jesus, who are 
pressed above measure. Bear ye one an- 
other's burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ Help to send forth able and willing 
labourers into your Lord's harvest : so shaft 
ye be assistants in saving souls from death, 
and hiding a multitude of sins. Help to 
propagate the gospel of your salvation to 
the remotest comers of the earth, till the 
knowledge of oar Lord shall cover the land 
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atf the waterg cover the sea. So shall it ap* 
pear to ourselves and all men, that we are 
indeed one body, united by one spirit ; so 
shall the baptized heathens be yet again coO' 
strained to say, * See how these Christians 
love one another.* " 

4. A public collection shall be made at 
every Annual and every Greneral Conier- 
ence, for the above purposes. 

5. Let the annual produce of the Charter 
Fund, as divided among the several Confer 
ences, be applied with the above contribn* 
tions ; b«t so as not to militate against the 
rules of the Charter Fund ; and also the an- 
nual dividend arising from the profits of the 
Book Concern. Out of the money so coU 
leeted and brought to the respective An- 
nual Conferences, let the various allowances 
agreed upon in the second section be made 
up ; but each Annual Conference shall have 
ull power to determine, by a vote of two- 
thiros of all the members present and voting, 
who among the superannuated and supemu* 
merary preachers, and the widows and 
orphans of deceased preachers belonging to 
the Conference, shall be claimants on the 
funds of said Conference, and what amount 
each clsumant shall receive from year to year. 
But in no case shall an allowanoe be made 
to any travelling preacher who has travelled 
in any circuit where he might, in the judg- 
ment of the Annusd Conference, have ob- 
tained his full quarterage, if he had applied 
for it; and if at any Conference there re- 
main a surplus after making up all such al- 
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lowances, the Conference shall send such 
surplus forward to that Conference they 
judge to be the most necessitous. 

6. Every Annual Conference has full lib- 
erty to adopt and recommend such plans 
ana rules as to them may appear necessary 
the more effectually to raise supplies for the 
respective allowances. Each Annual Con- 
fbrence is authorized to raise a fund, if they 
judge it proper, sulject to its own control, 
and under such regulations as their wisdom 
may direct, for the relief of the distressed 
trayelling, superannuated, and supernumer- 
ary preachers, their wives, wiaows, and 
children, as also for misnonary (mrposes. 

7. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference to take measures, from year to 
year, to raise moneys in every circuit and 
station within its bounds, for the relief of its 
necessitous superannuated and supemumer- 
ary mimsten., mdows, and orphans. And 
the Conference shall annually appoint a 
committee to estimate the several sums ne- 
cessary to be allowed for the extra expenses 
of such necessitous claimants, who shall be 
paid in proportion to the estimates made and 
the moneys in hand. 

8. To defray the expenses of the delegates 
composing the Greneral Conference, a col- 
lection shall be taken up in each circuit and 
station some time previously to the sittins 
of the Conference, and the sums so coUectea 
shall be brought up to the Greneral Confer- 
ence, and applied to the object herein con- 
templated in proportion to the expenses of 
the several dele<Tates. 
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* SECTION VI. 

0/ Building and Renting House for the Use 
of the Travelling Preachers. 

Quest. What advice or direction sliall be 
ciren concerning the building or renting c^ 
dwelling-houses for the use of the married 
travelling preachers V 

Answ. 1. It is recommended by the Gen- 
eral Conference to the travelling preachers, 
to advise our friends in general to purchase - / 
a lot of ground in each circuit, and to build '^ 
a preacher's house thereon, and to fumi^^ 
it with, at least, heavy furniture, and to 
settle the same on trustee^ appointed by the 
Quarterly Conference, according to the 
Deed of Settlement published in our £(mn. 
of Discipline. 

2. The Greneral Conference recommend 
to all the circuits, in cases where they are 
not able to comply with the above request, 
to rent a house for the married preacher 
and his family, (when such are stationed 
upon their circuits respectively,) s^d that 
the Annual Conferences do assist to make 
up the rents of such houses as far as they 
can, when the circuit cannot do it 

The Stewards of each circuit and station 
shall be a standing committee, (where no 
trustees are constituted for that purpose,) to 
provide houses for the families of our mar- 
ried preachers, or to assist the preachers to 
obtain houses for themselves when they are 
appointed to labour among them. 
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S. It sliall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elders and preachers to use their influence 
to carry the above rules respecting building 
and renting houses for the accommodation 
of preachers and their &milies into effect 
In order to this, each Quarterly Conference 
•hall appoint a committee, (unless other 
measures haye been adopted,) who, with 
the advice and aid of tl^ preachers and 
Presiding Elders, shall devise such means as 
may seem fit to raise moneys for that pur- 
pose. And it is recommended to the An- 
nual Conferences to make a special inquiry 
of their members respecting this part of their 
duty. 

4. Those preachers who refuse to occupy 
the houses which may be provided for them 
on the stations and circuits where they are 
from time to time appointed, shall be allowed 
nothinff for house rent, wot receive anythii^ 
more uian quarterage for themselves, their 
wives, and children, and their travelliBg 
expenses. iVeveyHAeZ^M, this rule shall not 
apply to those preachers whose &milies are 
either established within the bounds of their 
circuits, or are so situated that in the judg- 
ment of the Stewards, or the above-men- 
tioned committee, it is not necessary, for the 
benelGpb of the circuit, to remove them. 

13 
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CHAPTER IV. 

THB SUPPORT OF MISBIONS. 

1. Thb sopport of misnoos is ocumitted to 
the Churcnes, eoiigregaEti<A8, and tocieliefy 
as suck. 

2. It shall be the doty of each AwnnftT 
Conference, where nussians ha^e been or * 
are to be established, to M>point a stand* J 
iDg committee, (which shall keep a record of *^ 
its doings, and leport the same to its Confer^ 
ence,) whose duty it shall be, in conjunctton 
ickh the President of the Conference, to 
make an es(amate of the amount necesBaiy 
for the support of each mianon and nussioo 
school, in addition to tiie resolar aUowanee 
of the Discij&e l» preai»ers and thedr 
Ihmilies from year to ^ year: for whidi 
amount the President of the Cimfovenee for 
flie time bein^ shall draw en the Treasonr 
of the Society in ouaiteiiy instahnents. 

S. It shall be the duty of each Annual 
Conference to fonn within k» bounds a 
Conference jlissionary Society, ^ieh shall 
appoint its own officers, fix the tenns of 
membership, and otherwise v^polate its own 
administration. But it shall pay all its funds 
into the treasury of the Parent Society. 

4. It shall be the duty of each Presiding 
Mder to bring the subject of our misBions. 
before the Quarterijr Conforence of each 
-circuit and station within his district, at the 
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Quarteilj Conference in each fear; 
said Goaforeace shall proceed to appoint 
^ eommittee, of not less than three nor more 
ihsn ntne, (of which the preacher in charge 
jhall be chairman,) to be ciJled the Com- 
nutfeee on Missions, whose duty it shall be to 
«id ihe inreacheB.ia charge in canning into 
«tfbct Ihle disciplinary meamres lor the sup- 
port of our missionA. 

5. it shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge, aided by the Committee on Missions, 
to proTide for the diffusion of missionary 
int^igence in the Church and congregation. 

6. fi shall be the duty of the preacher in 
charge, aided by the Committee on Missions, 
to institute a monthly nnssionary prayer- 
meeting, <nr lecture, in each society, or 
Cimroh and congregation, wherever practir 
dable, for the purpose of implorinff the divine 
blessing on missions; ftr the mffusion of 
Bitsaionary intelligence; and to afford an 
opportumty for voluntar}- offerings to the 
misatonary cause. 

7. It shall be the duty of the preacher in 
diarge, aided by the Committee on Missions, 
to appoint missionary collectors, and furnish 
them with suitable books and instructions, 
tliat they may call on each member of the 
society, or Chui^ and congregation, and 
on other persons, at their discretion, for 
his or her annual, semi-annual, quarterly, 
monthly, or weekly contributions for the 
flapport of missions. Said cc^ectors shall 
make monthly returns (unless otherwise in- 
sfentcted by Ihe committee) to the preacher 
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l3ie duty of preachers on ^bk sabjoct ia tbe 
pasflage of character. 

14. Each Presiding Elder is charged witii 
seeing that the foregoing provisions, so fkr 
as applicable to his di^ct, mre fai&fullj 
executed within his district. 

15. The Corresponding Secretary- of ^le 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Ji^piseo* 
pal Church shall be a member of such An- 
nual Conference as he may, with the appro- 
bation of the Bishops, select. 

16. Any Annual Conference may, at its 
option, by a vote of two-thirds of its meoi- 
bers, assume the responsibility of support- 
ing such missions, already established within 
its own limits, as have hithertoJ>een reported 
under the head of ** Missions in the Destitute 
Portions dTthe Regular Work ;" and for t\as 
purpose it shall be at liberty to organize a 
Conference Domestic Society, with branches; 
proifided such organization shall not interfere 
with the collections for the Missionary So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as 
required by the Discijdine. Provided, also, 
that in case more funds shall be raised for 
^ch missions than are needed, the surplus 
shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the 
Parent Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at New- York, to be appropriated to 
such mission or missions, under the care of 
the Society, as may be dengnated by said 
Conference. 
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CHAPTER V. 

OF THB OHABTSBBD FUND. 

Quest 1. What farth^ ^yIsiob ihall be 
Biftde for die distressed trayelling preachen, 
fyt the fiuniliee of trairelling preachers, and 
for the superannuated and worn-out preaeh^ 
ers, and tne widows and orphans of preach- 
ars? 

Anew. There shall be a Chartered Fund, 
to be supported by the yoluntary contribu* 
tions of our friends : the principal stock of 
which shall be funded under the direction 
of trustees, chosen 1^ the General Confer- 
ence, and the interest applied under the di« 
rection of the General Conference, accord* 
ixkg to the following regulations, namely : 

1. The Elders, and tiiose who have the 
orersight of circuits, shall be collectors and 
reoeivers of subscriptions, &c^ for this flind. 

2. The money shall, iSf possible, be con- 
veyed by bills of exchange, or otherwise, 
through the means of the post, to the general 
Book Affents, who shall pay it to the trustees 
of the fund : otherwise, it shall be brought 
4o die ensuing Annual Conference. 

8. The interest liiall be divided into for* 
tjr-five. parti, and each of the Annual Con* 
forences shall have authority to draw one 
Ibity^Afth part out of tiie fund ; and if im 
one or more Conferences a part less than one 
forly-fiflh be drawn oat of the fund in 
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any given year, then in such case or casea, 
tiie other Annual Conferences, held in the 
same year, shall have authority, if they judge 
it necessary, to draw out of the fund such 
surplus of the interest which has not been 
applied by the former Conferences; and 
^ Bishop shall bring the necessary infor- 
mation ot the state of the interest of the 
fund, respecting the year in question, inxat 
Conference to Conference. 

4. All drafts on the Chartered Fund shall 
be made on the President of the said fund* 
by order of the Annual Conference, signed 
by the President, and countersigned by the 
Secretary of the said Conference. 

5. The money subscribed for the Charter* 
ed Fund may be lodged, on proper securi* 
ties, in the States respectively in which it has 
been subscribed, under the direction of 
deputies living in such States respectively ; 
provided,. such securities and such deputies 
be proposed as shall be approved of by tl^ 
trustees in Philadelphia; and the stock in 
which it is proposed to lodee the money be 
sufficiently productive to give satis&ctionto 
the trustees. 

Quest. 2. How shall vacancies in the Board 
of Trustees of the Chartered Fund be filled ? 

Answ. The Board of Trustees shall have 
power to fill any vacancy or vacancies that 
may occur in their body by death, resigm^ 
tion, or otherwise, subject, however, to the 
approval of the first Genend CotidTesaot 
wat may be held after such vacaiM^ or 
vacancies shall have occurred. 
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CHAPTER VL 

PRINTING AND CIRCULATING OF BOOKS, 
TRACTS, AND PERIODICALS. 

1. Thr principal establishment of the 
Book Concern shall be in the city of New- 
Tork, and there shall be such other estab- 
lishments as the Greneral Conference may 
deem expedient. 

2. There shall be an Editor of the Meth- 
odist Quarterly Review and general books, 
and an Editor for the Christian Advocate and 
Journal, who, if chosen from among the 
travelling preachers, shall be members of 
Buch conferences as they may, with the ap- 
loobation of the Bishop, select. There 
shall be an Editor at New- York of Sunday- 
school publications, whose duty it shall be, 
in connexion with the Book Agents, to 
superintend all such publications issued at 
our Book Room, and to have charge of the 
Sunday School Advocate or other Sunday- 
sehool periodicals, and he shall be subject to 
the same regulations and restrictions which 
covem the other Editors in New- York. 
The Editor of Sunday-school publications 
shall also be the Corresponding Secretary of 
oar Sunday-School Union. 

S. There shall be at New-York an Editor 
of a Monthly Magazine and of Tracts, who 
shall be subject to the same regulations and 
restrictions which govern other Editors at 
New- York, and who shall also be the Corre- 
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sponding Secretary of our Tract Society : as 
Editor of Tracts, he shall have charge of 
the publication of tracts in our own and 
foreign languages ; as Correroonding Secre- 
tary of the Tract Society, it aiall be nis duty 
to raise funds in behalf of the Society, to 
promote the formation of Conference and 
other auxiliaries, to cooperate with the 
auxiliary societies^ to make all |)roper efforts 
for the general dinusion of reii^us reading, 
and to make arrangements with the Bo^ 
Agents for the cheap publicaticm of any 
book or books, specially adapted to promote 
erangelical and practical religion. 

4. There shall be an Agent and an Asast- 
ant Agent, both of yrhtm shall be choseii 
from among the travelling preachers, and 
shall be members of such Conferencea as 
they may, with the approbation of the 
Bisnops, select 

5. The Agents shall have authority to 
regulate the publications and all other parts 
of tlie business of the Concem, except what 
belongs to the editorial departments, as the 
state of the finances will admit, and the de- 
mands may require. It shall foe their duty 
to send an exhibit cf the state of the Book 
Concem at New-Yorkto each session of the 
Annual Conferences, and report quadren- 
nially to the General Conf<N*ence. They 
shall also inform the Conferences of any 
within their rei^ctiye bounds, who neglect 
to make payment, that measures may be 
taken to collect or secure such debts; and 
tiiey shall not allow aay claim to run beyond 
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ene 3rear from ihe lime it was dne witbofctt 
teporting it to the Conferenee. Iliey sbsfi 
pttbHsh such books and tracts as are recom^ 
mended bj the General Conference, and 
may, if approved by the EditOTs, publish 
eneh as are recommended by tiie Book Com- 
jnittee at New-Yoik, or recommended by 
an Annual Conference ; and they may re- 
print any book or tract which has been onee 
ap|)royed and published by ns, when, in 
t£eir judgment, and in the judgment of the 
Editors, the same ought to to reprinted ; 
or thejT may publish any new work whidi 
may be approved by the Editors. 

6. The Book Committee at New-York 
shall consist of seven travellins ministers, tb 
be choseA by the General Conference. 
Daring the intervals of the General Confeiv 
«iice, they shall have power to fin any va- 
cancy that may oconr m tiieir own body. It 
shall be the duty of the Book Committee to 
examine into the condition of the Book Cob- 
eem, to inspect the accounts of the Agents, 
and make a report thereof yeariy to idl the 
Annual Conferences, and to the General 
Conference. Th^ shall also attend to such 
matters as may be referred to them by the 
Editors or Agents for their action or counseL 
And they slmll have power to suspend an 
Editor or A^ent from nis official relation as 
such, if tiiey judge it necessary fbr the inter- 
ests of l^e Church and the Concern. And 
a time shall be fixed, at as early a day as 
practicable, for the investi^tion of the ofii* 
^M ctmduct <^the said Editor or Agent, at 
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wbich two or mor^ of Hie BidM>ps sliall bd 
requested to attend ; and by the conourreno^ 
of the Bishops present, and of the majorlfy 
of the Committee, he may be remored from 
office in the interval of the General Con- 
ference. And in case a vacancy occurs in 
any of the agencies or editorial departmeiits 
authorized by the Greneral Con&rence, it 
shall be the duty of the Book Committee, 
and two or more of the General Superin* 
tendents, as soon as practicable, to provide 
for such vacancy until the next General 
Conference. 

7. There shall be an Agent and Assist* 
ant Agent to conduct the Book Concern in 
Cincinnati, to be chosen from among the 
travelling preachers, who shall manage the 
business m the western country, so as to co- 
operate with the Agents at New- York, and 
shall be members of such Conferences as 
they may, with the approbation of the 
Bishops, select 

(1.) They shall have authority to publish 
any book or tract which has been previously 
published by the Agents at New- x ork, when 
m their judgment, and in the judgment of 
tiie Book Committee, the demand for suck 
publication will justify, and the interests of 
the Church require it. Provided, th^ shaJUl 
not reprint our large works, such as the 
Conmientaries, quarto Bible, Wesley's and 
Fletcher's Works, or any other work con- 
taining more than seven hundred pagesi 
And the Asents at New- York shall nil the 
— ^^ifs for Uie Agents at Cineinnati for the 
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plates of such books or tracts ; and when the 
Agents at New- York are about to issue any 
Hew work of less than seTen hundred pages, 
they shall, when practicable, give notice to 
Ae Agents at Cincinnati, and furnish, if or- 
dered by them, duplicate plates, which, with 
the above, shall be at cost 

(2.) They shall publish such books and 
tracts as are recommended to them for pub- 
lication by the General Conference; and 
Aey may publish any new work which shall 
be approved by the Editors ; and may pub- 
hsh any work recommended by the Book 
Committee at Cincinnati, or by an Annual 
Conference, if approved by the Editors. 

(3.) Printed sneets ordered by the Agents 
from New- York shall be sent at ^fiy per 
cent, and bound books of the General Cata- 
logue at forty per cent, discount from the 
retail prices ; and those ordered from Cin- 
cinnati to New- York to be sent on the same 
terms, the ao^ency sending the books to be 
charged with the expense of transportation.

^very Annual Confoeoee shall ap^

and return an accurate r^)ort-of the same. 
They shall ako report to the Conference 
a&y claims which may have been one year 
due, that the^ may be collected or secured.

There shall also be a Publishing Committee 
for each of the above-named papers, to be 
appointed as hereinafter named, whose 
duties shall be similar to those of the Book 
Committees at New- York and Cincinnatii 
80 far as they may be applicable to the e8- 
tablishments under their supervision. 

The Publishing Committee of the Pitte- 
burgh Christian Advocate shall consist of 
two members from each of the following 
Conferences, to be chosen annually by the 
Conferences respectively, namely : Two by

^Vestern Virfinnia. 

The Publishing Committee of the North- 
em Christian Aovocate shall consist of one 
member from each of the following Confeiw 
ences, to be chosen annually by the Confer- 
ences respectively, namely: Genesee, East 
Genesee, Oneida, Black Kiver, and Wy<h 
mine Conferences. 

e Publishing Committee of the North* 
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western Christian Advocate shall consist of 
one member from each of the following Con- 
ferences, to be chosen annually by the Con- 
ferences respectively, namely: Michigan, 
Detroit, Northwestern Indiana, Rock River, 
Illinois, Iowa, Upper Iowa, Peoria, Wiscon- 
sin, and West Wisconsin Conferences. 

The Publishing Committee of the Central 
Christian Advocate shall consist of one 
member of each of the following Conferences, 
to be chosen annually by the Conferences 
respectively, namely: Illinois, Southern Il- 
linois, Iowa, Upper Iowa, Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, and the Kansas and Nebraska Con- 
ferences. 

The Publishing Committee of the Pacific 
Cbristian Advocate shall consist of five 
members of the Oregon Conference, to be 
chosen annually by said Conference. 

The Publishing Committee of the Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate shall consist of 
five members of the California Conference, 
to be chosen annually by said Conference. 

11. In case of vacancy by death, resi<ma-

and at San Francisco, Cal., furnished by the 
Agents at New-York with full supplies of the 
b(X>ks of our Greneral Catalogue, Sunday- 
school books and tracts, to be sold for the 
Concern on the same terms as at New- York. 
Provided^ that there shall not be more than 
fifl;een thousand dollars' worth at Pittsburgh, 
nor more than ten thousand dollars' worth at 
Boston. There shall also be a depository at 
Chicago, m., and one at St. Ix>uis, Mo., to 
be supplied by the Agents at Cincinnati. 
Depositories shall also be established at 
tBsJo and Auburn, N. Y., and at Wash- 
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U3gton, D. C, at tbe discretion of the New- 

lork Book Agents. 

15. The expenses incident to the trans- 
portation, management, and sale of our 
Dooks at these depositories, having been met 
.out of the sales according to an arrangement 
with the Agents at New-York, the net pro- 
ceeds shall be forwarded to said Agents as 
&st as possible. 

16. Full statements shall be made to the 
Agents at New-York semi-annually, at dates 
fixed by them, of the amount of sales, and 
of expenses ; distinguishing cash sales from 
those on credit. And also, annual state- 
ments shall be made of the amount of stock. 

17. If it shall appear to the Agents at 
New-York that the business at either of the 
depositories is not well managed, or that 
remittances are not duly made, they shall 
give notice thereof to the committee or com- 
missioners actioe for the Annual Conference, 
or to the Annual Conference, who shall im- 
mediately correct the error complained o^ 
or cause the afiairs of the depository to be 
wound up. 

18. The salaries for the support of editors 
and Agents in all our book and periodical 
establishments, shall be fixed by the Creneral 
Conference, or by committees appointed by 
that body. 

19. No books shall hereafter be issued on 
commission, either from New- York, Cincin- 
nati, or any other depository or establisl^ 
ment under our direction. 

20. The profits arising from the Bocjj^ 
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Concern, after a sufficient capital to ca^ 
on the business is retained, snail be rega- 
larly applied to the support of the deficient 
travelling preachers and their families, the 
"widows ana orphans of preachers, &c. The 
Book Agents snail every year send forward 
to each Annual Conference an account of 
the dividend which the several Annual Con- 
ferences may draw that jear: and each 
Conference may draw for its proportionate 
part on any person who has book money in 
hands, and the drafts, with the receipt of 
the Conference thereon, shall be sent to the 
Book Agents, and be placed to the credit 
of the person who paid the same. 

21. Any travelhng preacher who may 
publish any work or book of his own, shall 
be i:esponsible to his Conference for any 
obnoxious matter or doctrine therein con- 
tsuned. 

22. No editor, agent, or clerk, employed 
in the Book Concern, or in any department 
belonging to it, shall be allowed in any cas6 
to publi^ or sell bodes as his own private 
property. 



CHAPTER Vn. 

OF SLAVERY. 

Quest. What shall be done for the extir- 
pation of the evil of slavery ? 

Ansto. 1 . We declare that we are as much 
as ever convinced of the great evil of slavery : 
♦^-vefore no slaveholder shall be eligible to 
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any official station in our Churclvliereafter, 
where the laws of the State in which he lives 
will admit of emancipation, and permit the 
liberated slave to enjoy freedom. 

2. When any travelling preacher becomes 
an owner of a slave or slaves, by any means, 
he shall forfeit his ministerial character in 
our Church, unless he execute, if it be prac- 
ticable, a legal emancipation of such slaves, 
conformably to the laws of the State in which 
be lives. 

3. All our preachers shall prudently en- 
force upon our members the necessity of 
teaching their slaves to read the word of 
God ; and to allow them time to attend upon 
the public worship of Crod on our regular 
days of divine service. 

4. Our coloured preachers and official 
members riiall have m the privileges T^hich 
are usual to others in the district and Quar- 
terly Conferences, where the usages of the 
country do not forbid it And the Presiding 
Elder may hold for them a separate District 
Conference, where the number of coloured 
local preachers will justify it 

5. The Bishops may employ coloured 
preachers to travel and preach, when their 
services are judged necessary, provided that 
no one shall be so employed without having 
been recommended by a Quarterly Confer- 
ence. 
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Q^e*t. 4. What shall be done for the security of 
our preaching-houseS) and the premises belonging 
thereto ! 

Atuw. Let the following plan of a deed of settle* 
ment be brought into effect m all possible cases, and 
as far as the laws of the states respectively will 
admit of it. But each annual conference is au- 
thorized to make such modification in the deeds as 
^ey may find the different usages and customs of 
law require in the different states and territories, so 
as to secure the premises firmly by deed, and per- 
manently to the Methodist Episcopal Church, ac- 
cording to the true intent and meaning of the fol- 
lowing form of a deed of settlement ; anything in 
the said form to the contrary notwithstanding.

or more persons to fill the place or places of him or 
diem whose office or offices has (or have) been 
vacated as aforesaid. Providedt the person or per* 
sons so nominated shall have been one year a mem- 
ber or members of the said Church immediately 
preceding such nomination, and be at least twenty 
one years of age ; and the said trustees, so assembled, ^ 
shall proceed to elect, and by a majority of votes 
appoint, the person or {lersons so nominated to fill 
such vacancy or vacancies, in order to keep up the 
number of nine trustees for ever ; and in case of an 
equal number of votes for and against the said nomi- 
nation, the stationed minister or preacher shall have 
the casting vote.
